In this formative period of the world’s history, if she is to follow the 
lead of him whose name she bears.and on the anniversary of whose. birth 
we meet, if she is to be true to her traditions, the Lutheran ‘Church will 
play a leading part. The United Lutheran Church in America is now 
closely knit together, well organized, and ably officered. We are ready. 
The day is at hand. Let us then be up and doing.

Improvements 


On October 31st, 1920, St. Paul’s Church at Davenport, Rev. J. A. Miller, 
pastor, in which improvements had been made by a new seating arrange- 
ment and the addition of a balcony, thus doubling the seating capacity, and 
by redecoration, was rededicated. The cost of thé improvements was 
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approximately $13,000.00, all of which was provided for by the day of the 
rededication. The sermon was preached by the Rev. H. L. Yarger, D.D. 


Change of Place of Meeting 


The Synods of the state of Illinois having met at Carthage during the 
month of June, at which time the Fiftieth Anniversary of the founding 
of the college was celebrated, and the Wartburg Synod having conse- 
quently decided to meet elsewhere than at Carthage, it was deemed advis- 
able to change the place of meeting of the Synod. Invitations were re- 
ceived from the congregation at Davenport, Newton and Fort Madison. 
The time and place were determined by a vote of the officers of the Synod. 


State of the Church 


The following is a digest of the reports on the state of the church. 
The Sacrament of the Altar is administered regularly and fairly well 
attended in most congregations. It would seem that the average attendance 
is about sixty per cent. of the membership. One pastor reports that one 
communion announcement included the date upon which each person last 
communed and that results were good. 

Many parents are not as faithful as they should be in having the chil- 
dren baptized. . 

Family altars seem to be on the increase though some pastors report 
very few indeed. Grace before meals is the rule in more homes than 
formerly was true, several reports would indicate. One pastor reports 
some form of worship in about one-half of the homes of his congrega- 
tion. Good sermons on the subject of family worship and the personal 
attention of the pastors to the matter in the individual homes ought to be 
fruitful of good results. 

Generally speaking, attendance at the services of worship seems to be 
as good, if not better, than a year ago. 

While some reports indicate a lack of co-operation on the part of the 
adults, on the whole the Sunday Schools are encouraging. Most schools 
are well organized and the attendance and offerings are good. The old 
problem of securing teachers is still with us. 

In the Young People’s Societies there is much room for improvements, 
though some are doing very creditable work. 

The Woman’s Missionary Societies are usually small but flourishing. 
Other Auxiliary organizations seem to have more members and are 
usually more active. . 

Only one pastor reports the use of the Sunday School literature that is 
not Lutheran. Subscriptions for the Lutheran are on the incease in 
nearly all congregations, which augurs well for our churches. 

Most encouraging are the financial reports. Giving seems to have kept 
pace with increased costs. Several churches have considerable money in the 
treasury. While a number of churches have not met the full apportion- 
ment, there has been a great increase in benevolent offerings. 


Recommendations 


“That appointments and authorizations by the President be approved. — 
"That we comply with the request of the Executive Board of the United 
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Lutheran Church by fixing our apportionment year to. begin December Ist. 
That we declare ourselves holding that salaries for pastors of less than 
$1500.00 and house are inadequate, and that the President of Synod urge all 
congregations to meet this minimum goal. ; 
That we seek an exchange of fraternal delegates with other Lutheran 
bodies on the Territory of the Synod. 


Valley Junction 


On October 26th, 1919, an organization was effected in Valley Junction 
to be known as the First Evangelical Lutheran Church. The officers 
were elected, the proscribed constitution adopted, property purchased, and 
Rev. Henry Voegtly called as pastor. Services have been held regularly 
since the organization and much progress has been made along various 
lines. The congregation applies for admission to membership. 


Conclusion

We, the Trustees of Synod came into the possession of Emmannuel 
Church property, Des Moines, Iowa, through a loan of $1264.17, as r@ 
ported at last Synodical Convention, and by the discontinuance of the 
congregation. 

This property was sold by your order for the sum of $3125 on a-payment 
plan contract. By your direction this fund was made an edowment fund 
for Iowa Missions. ‘This wise action permitted us to take advantage 
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of an exceptional opportunity to purchase a desirable property for the 
newly-organized congregation at Valley Junction, Iowa, to which congre- 
gation we extended a loan of $800.00, without interest, until complete ar- 
rangements were made with board of church extensions to finance the 
proposition. Said $800.00 was used about three months and then returned 
to your ‘Trustees.

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Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extensions. The motion was carried that the report of this 
Board be adopted. | 


Report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
Mr. President and Brethren :— 


Our Missions have done well during the year. The reports in our hands 
show that progress has been made along all lines and that the men in 
charge have been zealous in good works. Of the eleven points that we are 
aiding, two, Waterloo and Ottumwa, are vacant. Iowa Falls has called 
Rev. F. H. Saemann, who located there shortly. We believe that a pastor 
will soon be secured for Ottumwa. Princeton-Pleasant Valley, under the 
genial and wholesome leadership of Pastor Getzendaner, shows an increase 
in membership. Thirty-three (33) were received during the year. Total 
communicants, eighty (80). They have paid to Benevolence $258.00,. 
The finances are in good condition and the interest in church activities is. 
growing. They have built a parsonage costing nearly $4000.00. ‘The 
Council Bluff’s Mission has been doing excellently since Pastor Ringer 
has come upon the field. ‘This year they report sixty-two (62) accessions 
to membership with a total communicant list of one hundred and seventy- 
five (175). Repairs were made on the parsonage costing about $1800.00, of 
which amount over $1500.00 has been pledged. All activities are in good 
working order. Fort Madison with Pastor Gent as its leader has a very 
excellent record fo this year. ‘T'wenty-five (25) new members have been 
received and the present enrollment is eighty-four (84). In addition to 
the salary, the congregation has paid on the parsonage during the year, 
$1620.65 and $250.00 as interest on deferred payments. Against the bal- 
ance of $4000.00 they have pledges amounting to $3000.00. We consider 
this an excellent showing for this aggressive little group of people. 
Benevolence paid, $451.00. 

Webster City moves forward under the guidance of Pastor Herbst. 
Twenty-four (24) members have been received during the year and 
there are now one hundred and eleven (111) communicant members. The 
several departments of work are in excellent condition. Their total 
Benevolence for the year is $216.73. Muscatine shows good results under 
the active leadership of Pastor Weiskotten. ‘Ten (10) members have been 
enrolled during the year, giving them a communicant membership of one 
hundred and seventeen (117). ‘The several organization are doing their 
work well. Apportionment was paid in full. The new pastor, Rev. W. D. 
Ziegler, has taken hold of the mission at Dubuque and the report shows 
that the church is doing nicely. Fourteen (14) new members have been 
received, making a total communicant membership of one hundred and 
thirty-six (136). ‘Total benevolence paid was $559.00. Ottumwa has paid 
$700.00 on its indebtedness during the year. Ely has repaired its prop- 
erty; the cost of which has been paid. Excellent work was done here 
during the summer by Student Gray, of Hamma Divinity School, and the 
opportunity for our church has never been brighter. They have forty-seven 
(47) members, They have paid their apportionment. Waterloo has been 
given good care during the summer by Student Leland Lesher. The 
basement was refloored and other small improvements were made. The 
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people have taken new courage and the prospects for our Mission are 
greatly improved. Iowa Falls, although without a pastor, has been doing 
nicely. They have reduced their indebtedness during the year by $2000.00 
and have paid their apportionment. Fairport is being cared for by Pastor 
Jones, of New Era. He reports that he is able to hold satisfactory serv- 
ices and that the Sunday School is very good. 

The new First Lutheran Church of Valley Junction, Rev. Henry 
Voegtly, pastor, knocks for admission to the Synod and the Board is glad 
to present it for membership. The congregation is doing well; has re- 
duced the debt on the church, repaired it, and improved it in many ways. 
The membership grows and we have a good field. Our Missionary Super- 
intendent has given his time to caring for the vacant Missions and has 
given good service at all of them. He has been put in charge of the 
work at Ottumwa for the time being, that the situation there might be 
improved and made ready for the coming of a pastor. 

Superintendent Gerberding reports collections for the year amounting 
to $304.92, and an expense account of $212.14; leaving a balance of $92.78.

The re- 
ports of the Superintendent and Treasurer were the best in the history 
of Tabitha Home. ‘The receipts for the year were $43,138.76. Expen-

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ditures $40,823.73; of this amount $12,915.30 was paid on indebtedness, 
which leaves Tabitha free of debt. The credit for this excellent financial 
report belongs to the work and efforts of the efficient and hard-laboring 
superintendent, Rev. EF. Walter. 

The inmates in the home are at the present time 81: children 38; boys, 
16; girls 22; aged and helpless, 43. The great need of the home is a new 
fire proof building for orphans, so as to make the present building en- 
tirely available as a home for the aged and helpless, which then will double 
the capacity of the home. 

Tabitha has many applications from old and young for admittance. ‘To 
most of them the answer must be given: “No room.” 

We are informed that the United Lutheran Church at their convention 
at Washington, D. C., has made an appropriation for Tabitha Home, of 
$20,000.00 per annum. We heartily commend Tabitha to our people as an 
institution of love and mercy and worthy of support.

The Report of the Statistician 


The new United Lutheran Parochial blanks were sent out in due sea- 
son, and “with few exceptions they returned late; the great majority failing 
to arrive before one week after the time designated, and some of them 
were even handed to the Statistician on the floor of the Synod. This ‘is 
unfair to the man elected to this office, and we would suggest that a 
by-law be passed closing the Statistician’s report at least one week before 
the opening of Synod. 

We are glad to report some gains that show real progress. For in- 
‘stance, the Catechumens instructed show an increase of 206 over last 
year, which indicates that Iowa pastors are doing some true Lutheran in- 
struction in the fundamentals. Another increase that speaks well for the 
church is that in Communicant membership, though small. While the 
Baptized and Confirmed membership show a great decrease, yet the com- 
municant membership show an increase, indicating that the members re- 
ceived are fruit bearing trees, and signifies that the brethren have been 
‘cutting out dead timber. 

In the matter of finance there is an-elaborate increase along all lines. 
Unusual expenses have been cut down; property value has increased 
$160,000.00, while the indebtedness has increased only $6,220.00. The total 
benevolence shows an increase of $5,210.00, with a total of $24,199.00 for 
all purposes, indicating that the Iowa churches have not turned a deaf 
ear to the appeals of the Lord’s cause.

Report of Nachusa Orphanage.’ The motion passed that this 
report be accepted. 


Report of Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage . 


We are happy to report another successful year at the Nachusa Orphan- 
age. The health of the children has been good, crops have been better than 
for several years. Our income has been sufficient to. meet current expenses 
and to pay the last of the old debt. During the past year we have received 
$2500.00 as a memorial to Mrs. Cadence Ham, late of Iowa City; $2000.00 
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from her parents, Mr. and Mrs, Jacob George, North Liberty; and $500.00 
from her husband, Jesse Ham of Davenport. ‘This sum is to be applied 
to the erection of a new cottage or other new building operation. We 
commend the example of these faithful stewards to the prayerful consid- 
eration and cheerful emulation of others. 


We have just about completed some needed improvements. The walls 
have been decorated, woodwork varnished, the outside of the building 
painted, composition floors laid in the playroom, hall and bathrooms, and 
heating plant improved. The total cost of these operations is nearly 
$2500.00. We are trusting that our regular income will be sufficient to 
meet this expense. 


There are but four employees, besides the teacher, doing the entire 
work of the institution, with the help of the children. ‘This means that 
the burden is very heavy on the workers, and it should be relieved by more 
liberal support. The superintendent is absent from home about one-half 
the time, presenting the needs. of the Home in the churches of the terri- 
tory. The wisdom of such a course is shown by the fact that the income 
Was increased during the past five years from $6000.00 per annum to 
$22000.00 per annum. ‘The churches are gradually rousing to a realization 
of the great need which we are trying to relieve and are responding 
more liberally each year. 


Our greatest need is for dormitories. It is truly heartbreaking to be 
compelled to deny so many appeals for aid. We are still refusing applica- 
tions at the rate of more than one each week. During the past five years 
we have refused more than three hundred. Does the church grasp the 
significance of these figures? Can it be that our people are willing that 
such destitution among our own people shall go unrelieved? If our 
people would but give the matter more serious thought we would surely 
not need to plead for larger support. 


At the recent convention of the United Lutheran Church the Board 
of Inner Missions recommended that the territory of our Western 
orphanages be redistricted, giving the Tabitha Home all Synods west 
of the Mississippi, and to Nachusa the Synods of Illinois, Wartburg, Michi- 
gan, and the Wisconsin Conference of the Synod of the Northwest. This 
policy to be put into effect when it has been accepted by the Synods con- 
cerned. The Iowa Synod will thus be transferred to Tabitha Home. We 
shall be sorry to lose this Synod, as it has always given, a ready response 
to our appeals. It is for the Synod to determine at this session whether 
it will accept this recommendation, and, if so, when the new policy shall 
go into effect. We are deeply grateful to this Synod, the members of 
its churches, its pastors, and the faithful men who have served on our 
Board of Directors, and urge that it press on to yet greater works in 
behalf of the needy children of the church.

Report of Delegates to the National Convention of the United 
Lutheran Church in America 


The first convention of the United Lutheran Church in America since 
the merger became effective in November, 1918, was held in the city of 
Washington, D. C., October 19th to 29th, 1920. The convention was held 
in the Luther Place-Memorial Lutheran Church, and was composed of 
about five hundred delegates, representing the former General Synod, Gen- 
eral Council, and United Synod of the South. 

What was really involved in this merger cannot be told in a few words, 
for it meant the consolidation of all corresponding activities and agencies 
which pertained to the merged bodies. Ali of this was the accomplish- 
ment of the various committees and commissions, which met many times 
during the biennium to adjudicate, adjust and harmonize all conflicting 
forces and whip them into reports and recommendations for the action of 
this Synod. How well the work was done finds ample confirmation in the 
Bulletin which was sent to all delegates weeks before the convening of the 
national body. Nothing was left to chance on accidental consideration, but 
everything that was of vital importance to the growth and future welfare 
of the United Lutheran Church in America had been given the closest 
consideration, as was shown by the various reports appearing in the 
Bulletin. And it is a fact, remarkable as surprising, that the program as 
arranged by the National Executive Committee was not departed from 
at any time. Nor were the recommendations appended to the reports of 
the various boards of the church turned down. We venture to think that 
never in the history of the Lutheran Church in America was a work of 
organizing the machinery of the church more perfectly done. And at 
Washington we witnessed not only the “body” of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, but we also saw the very “soul and spirit” of this 
same church. ‘That branch of the Lutheran household of faith to which 
has been given the name of “The United Lutheran Church in America,” 
has, without the slightest doubt, a consciousness. not only of itself, but a 
vision also of the great needs of the world. So earnest were the men 
there gathered to transact “The King’s Business” that “hand_ clapping” 
was taboed by one of the first motions passed by the body. That spirit 
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of deep reverence pervaded the sessions throughout the convention. ‘The 
spirit of brotherly love and the spirit of sweet reasonableness were con- 
stantly in evidence and to these elements must be attributed the remark- 
able success of the convention and the perfect harmony and good will so 
much in evidence on the floor of the convention, in the committee meet- 
ing, in the casual meeting of the delegates everywhere. It will not be 
necessary to incorporate much data in this report since the convention 
authorized the printing of the proceedings and that a copy shall be 
mailed to every church and pastor. It is our solemn conviction that this, 
the first biennial convention of the United Lutheran Church of America, 
now a matter of history, will be regarded by future generations and 
church historians as the greatest and the best so far as its proceedings shall 
have influence in shaping the character, life and activities of the whole 
Lutheran Church in America.

Report of Committee on Inner Missions 
Your committee on Inner Missions weuld report briefly. 


Your committee has been studying the principles of Inner Missions, and 
presents the following: 


. A call came for a meeting of the chairmen of the Inner Mission Com- 
mittees of the various Synods. After some correspondence, your servant 
determined to attend this meeting, held on Thursday and Friday, May 
27th and 27th, this year, 1920, at Pittsburgh, Pa. There was a fine attend- 
ance and the discussions were helpful. 


Only a few of the many important things discussed and adopted can be 
mentioned. Among others the principles of the Inner Missions were clearly 
set forth. ‘The Inner Missicn Board will aim to assist in the develop- 
ment of the activities of the members of the individual congregations. 
The Inner Mission Board has prepared quite a fine list of pamphlets and 
leaflets giving the very best things that can be had at this time. We would 
heartily recommend to our pastors to send to the secretary, Rev. W. M. 
Freas, for a package of the literature prepared. 
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We would call attention to the following points outstanding in the 
lnner Mission work: 


They may be grouped under three heads: Congregational, Institutional 
and Educational. 


First of all, Congregational ideals are to be studied. The universal 
priesthood of believers must be emphasized. The congregation as a force, 
rather than a field; a worth-while task for each member; the congrega- 
tional and community survey to be made. 


The policy of the board is briefly outlined as follows: 


That we recommend focal control and support; survey of institutions, 
division of territory for the support of institutions. The board is to be a 
clearing house and will assume control of none of the institutions. 


The Educational work is to confine itself for the present to the pub- 
lishing of leaflets and pamphlets for distribution. These can be had at a 
nominal cost and a number of them are for free distribution. 


The executive committee allowed half of the. expense of the trip to 
Pittsburgh of your committee chairman. 


We would recommend that the brethren of the Synod will study most 
earnestly the Inner Mission work with a special view to congregational 
development.

Carthage College 


The college opened with an increased enrollment of students September 
15th. The college strengthened its faculty very materially by the addition 
of strong teachers, representing in their preparation thirty-three leading 
colleges and universities in this country and abroad. The Semi-— 
Centennial celebrations of the year were interesting and significant events. 
About $420,000.00 has been raised to date on the Semi-Centennial fund. 
To meet the needs of the college there must be raised at leasti $80,000.00 
more until June, 1921. The Lutherans established a college on this terri- 
tory first at Hillsboro, IIl., in 1846, so that in 1921, 75 years of educational 
effort will have been completed. ‘The great need of the church is a trained 
ministry. To get these ‘candidates there must be a larger and more 
efficient co-operation of all the churches, her organizations and institutions. 
To fulfill our prayers there must be more financial help in the form of 
scholarships. The college needs the fully paid attention of every student. 
To meet the situation it is hoped that every church organize Lutheran 
Brotherhoods, and urge every Brotherhood to contribute a scholarship of 
$100.00 for a worthy student each year. 
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The loyalty, love and suppot of the churches of the Iowa Synod are 
hereby gratefully acknowledged and appreciated. Your combined co-opera- 
tion is prayerfully solicited and confidently expected for the sake of the 
church we all love.

President's Address. 
DEAR FRIENDS: 


Again we meet in Convention after a year of work. ‘Time’s footsteps 
make no noise, but they move very rapidly, so it seems. 


We have trodden the path of the days and weeks of the twelve months 
which have elapsed since our last nnual report was made, and today we 
present to you another of the milestones of our journey. 


We have no record of phenomenal or uncommon events in our mission- 
ary life, but the steady, sturdy, natural growth of a healthy organization. 
Iowa has been well developed by the faithful workers in about fourteen 
congregations from which we can expect large returns from their organiza- 
tions, but we wish and pray and work for a deeper consecration amongst 
us, for the fields in our possession perhaps better cultivated. Many in our 
congregations have not heard the call to service and upon us is laid the 
responsibility of winning them. It is right and proper to mention here the 
ones who have been called to their heavenly reward during the past year. 
Our dear Mrs. W. H. Bailey, of Iowa City, who for many years toiled 
and prayed for the success of the missionary work at home and abroad. 
although in past few years she was not able to attend our Convention, she 
did all in her power to support the work and to give encouragement to 
your President through written messages. We shall miss her council 
and good judgment. Also the sudden summons that took from our midst 
Miss Hannah Ringheim, of Nevada. <A truly consecrated and devoted 
member of the Church, Sunday School and Missionary Society. More 
will be said of these and others who have fallen during the year, at our 
“Memorial Service.” ‘Their influence still abides. 

To whom can we turn for recruits? The question brings our thoughts 
back to the one hard problem that has faced us many years. The Young 
People’s Department. I do not mean that they are losing ground nor am I 
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discouraged, but rather encouraged, and wish to commend them for their 
splendid year’s work. It is the lack of interest so many of our young 
people everywhere take in the things that count for leadership. Increased 
work has been planned for this department, new demands are made that 
will no doubt require sacrifice and labor, but wide-awake, up-to-date young 
people are not out hunting for easy things, but want to do something 
worth while for the Master, and are happiest when most busily engaged. 


Last September it was the greatly appreciated privilege of your presi- 
dent to attend the Second Biennial Convention at Chicago. . The meeting, 
with a view of getting better acquainted with each other and exchanging 
views and methods, was indeed helpful. Delegates representing all parts 
of ‘the United States, Nova Scotia and Canada responded to roll call. 
The first meeting since the merging of the three great Lutheran bodies of 
Lutheran Women. The harmony and regularity of the work was wonder- 
fully executed. 


The devotions in charge of Mrs. EF. C. Cronk were characterized 
by a spirit of deep devotion, simplicity and helpfulness. 


Two years, and it was indeed marvelous to note the work as pre- 
sented through the reports, Executive Secretary and Department Secre- 
taries. Someone says: “We often say we caught a vision, but if we get 
a vision and with it there is no re-vision, it is not worth much.” So with 
our united effort of the three Lutheran bodies, our church got the visioni 
of greater things to be done for Christ and His kingdom, and with the 
vision the work shows wonderful results in re-vision. The great plea 
went forth again from the very heart of the Convention for more prayer, 
more money and more workers for the Foreign and Home Work. More 
Consecration, more Self Denial, for bettér development in our own lives. 
Mrs. Helen Montgomery’s words came to us so often as appeal after 
appeal was made for more effort on our part to advance God’s kingdom. 
“Story and proverb and poet, legislation and parable and exortation, all 
- unite to emphasize God’s sole ownership of earth and heaven.” Through 

-long centuries of painful training the childdren of Israel were taught to 
take the first fruit from the garden, the choicest lamb of the flock, the 
tenth of all the increase, as a token that they and all their belonged alike 
to Ged, Giver and Owner of all. The tithes, the free-will offering, the 
gift at feast day and fast day were only so many reminders of funds held 
in trust. 

At the last Biennial Convention (General Synod) held at Canton, Ohio, 
June 7-11, 1919, the treasurer reported the total contribution of over one 
million and a half for the forty years. The work has grown and so many 
requests for support, our United Women’s Missionar Society asks for five 
hundred thousand for the next Biennium. It is not too much for the need 


is great. 


Mission Study 


The General Secretary, Mrs. C. P. Wiles, reported a splendid response in 
Mission Study Classes. A call for recruits was the closing message for 
the young people. he great pressing need in the young people's depart- 
ment is consecrated young women who are willing to give their time to 
the Junior work. Women who are apt to teach, and who love children. 
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Plan Suggested 


We are urged to increase the circulation of Lutheran Women’s Work at 
the advanced price’ of seventy-five cents. ‘The magazine indeed seems to 
be better each issue, and we should feel proud to offer it to those who do 
not subscribe. The Home Department was again emphasized, telling of 
the great help it is to the congregation and pastors. The Missionary 
Cradle Roll, the India Lace Industry. Each congregation society is 
asked to appoint a chairman for these departments. Junior Societies and 
Sunday Schools are asked to contribute thread, Clark’s O. N. T., numbers 
60 to 100, and money for needles, or crochet needles, numbers 6 to 14. 


We ask that careful consideration be given the subject of Life Membher- 
ship, by our women. The influence may be life long upon a little child, 
who knows it was made a life member of the Missionary Society by one 
who loved it in early youth. 


Recommendations in the Executive Secretary’s report were adopted and 
were as follows: 


1. That the Executive Board be authorized to plan the regular work 
for the Biennium in accordance with the budget—estimate given in its 
report to the Convention. 


2. That the General Specials for the Bienniums be Building Funds, 
for a Girls’ Boarding School in Japan Mission, for District Boarding 
School in the India Mission, for the completion of the building for the 
Girls’ Boarding School and the Hospital, in the African Mission, and 
for Church Extension in America. 


3. That earnest and constant endeavor be put forth to extend organi- 
zations, also to increase membership of existing congregational societies. 
Watchword.“A Women’s Missionary Society in every Congregation of the 


Unies s 


4. That the officers of Synodical and Conference Societies maintain a 
careful oversight of their respective districts, thus to promote loyalty and 
co-operation in fulfilling their obligations to the General Society. 


5. That the society’s periodicals “Lutheran Woman's Work,’ and 
“Lutheran Boys and Girls” be read attentively, thus to become informed 
as to the society’s activity, and that like attention be given the Church 
periodicals, in order to become informed in reference to the activities of 
the United Lutheran Church; also that more intensive and diligent use 
be made of the publications of the Literature Committee. 

6. That increased effort be made to establish Departmental Work by 
those appointed to assist the. Department Secretaries in presenting the 
interest of their respective departments. 


7, The general observance of the first week of Lent, as a week of 
prayer and self-denial for missions. Mrs. C. F. Hay presented the neces- 
sity of having a Historian for the Women’s Missionary Society inasmuch 
as the records and reports of the former General Synod Society were 
intact. 

8. That the concluding clauses of Article XII, By-Laws of the Con- 
stitution of the General Society, be amended to read: “One delegate for 
every 400 members and major fractions thereof, in each Synodical Society. 
Each Synodical Society shall be entitled to at least two delegates.” 
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My dear sisters, do we hear the repeated calls for help? Are we doing 
all we can to relieve the need? Perhaps we have some carnal pleasure, 
some cherished indulgence. Can we give them up and let the Lord 
use the money it costs? When Christians thus pray and give, then will 
the Lord’s Treasury overflow, sowers and reapers multiply, the desert 
made to bloom, parched ground become a pool and the thirsty land 
springs of water. If we want success in our efforts we must have that 
wisdom that cometh down from above. This may cost us something in the 
way of surrendering ourselves to God’s will. We all want that+ power 
that will make our service effectual. Whatever is to be changed or 
charged must be surrendered to power. If a wire is to be transformed 
from a dead wire into a live wire it must come in contact with the electrical 
power. It cannot be alive and dead at the same time, so it surrenders it- 
self and becomes mighty to move the wheels of all industries. So we must 
yield ourselves to the great powerhouse of God, who can equip us with 
the power and wisdom that will fit us to be helpers in the great scheme 
of salvation for all men. Today is the day of women’s opportunity, a 
wide door of service is opened to us, and what we need is dominating 
power enduing us with strength. The message “Go quickly, tell,” first 
entrusted to women by the empty sepulcher, has never been repealed, and 
as the Marys ran with their message Jesus Himself met them and from 
His own lips the mighty trust was repeated with tender assurance “Be not 
afraid, go tell.” I cannot refrain from telling how this message “Go 
Tell” and the power with which she was endued came to one of our faithful 
Missionaries as was told by one of her friends: 

When Dr. Baer came home on her first furlough she spent commencement 
time at Wittenberg College with the men and the women she had gone 
to school with. They always had been proud of her, the girls particularly. 
She had been the first woman to lead her class at old Wittenberg. Thay 
gathered around and asked her all manner of questions about her work. 
What did she do? How did she do it? Did she really think she was a mis- 
sionary teaching the Gospel, or was she just a doctor? Then one woman, 
' voicing perhaps the thought of others, asked as she thought of Dr. Baer’s 
talents, and health, and the opportunities that had opened in America for 
her, “Has it been worth while, Mary?’ Those of us who saw her are 
not likely to forget the look in her eyes, the set of her mouth, or the 
firmness of her voice as she answered: “Worth while, why girls, if I 
just wanted to pick out the place in the world where the professional 
opportunities are greatest, I’d go to India. I believe if one practiced just for 
the money, the wives of the wealthy India princes might be the biggest 
field in the world. And when you think of the poor, the child wives, 
the babies, the women who suffer and there is no physician, there is no 
telling what one’s life is worth in India. This is so big a thought it' isl 
overwhelming. Add to it the doctor’s chance to tell of the healer of souls 
and there is no life like it.” 

This she said on her first furlough. The years went by and she came 
home again and stood one October night speaking at a Woman’s Conven- 
tion in an Ohio City. She was on her way to New York to sail for India 
the third time. She had told of Guntur Hospital, of the children she loved, 
of the Bible woman who stood in the dispensary telling Bible stories 
day after day, of the ‘prayer services on the hospital veranda and she 
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added: “I’m on my way back to it all.’ Then a shadow came over her 
strong, expressive face. “Do you think it the easiest thing in the world 
for me to go back? Last Sunday I stood in my old home town, I walked 
to church with my young nephews and nieces and as I watched their faces 
and listened to their talk I thought, ‘How can I go back to India and 
leave them? How can [I let all this young life grow up and I never be in 
touch with it?’ I looked back down the street and saw my old father and 
mother driving slowly to church behind the old white horse and my heart 
strings tightened. They were past seventy, I thought. If I leave now I'll 
never see them again on this side of the golden gates. How can I go and 
leave them? It is harder to leave the old than the young. I went into 
church, and my eyes wandered to my brother’s pew, to the stalwart men 
in their prime. Who knew what ten years would bring. This was, my 
family, how can I go? How can I go? And as I thought of it all, there 
came to my mind the old story of the Scotch shepherd and his collie 
dog. A quick, blinding snow storm caught him and his flock and he only 
had a young dog with him. He drove them in, counted and three were 
missing. He looked down into a warm corner where lay his prize dog, a 
mother collie asleep with her young. Opening the door he pointed out 
into the storm and said, “Go, find.” ‘The time dragged by and the dog 
scratched at the door—one sheep found. ‘The shepherd patted her and 
again pointed out into the snow. And her sheep she brought in after much 
searching. Worn, cold, she turned to the fire, but the shepherd with 
grief in his heart once more turned her to the swirling tempest with loving 
encouragement. As he waited and tended the half frozen sheep he listened 
if he could hear the call of the dog. Finally she dragged herself in and 
she had the third sheep. But she was worn out. Ere dawn came the 
faithful dog was dead, but the sheep, the sheep were all safe. And I 
thought to myself of the lost sheep of India, out in the awful blackness 
and storm of ignorance, superstition and heathenism. And I, I am but one 
of the Lord’s collies. What does it matter what happens to me if the 
sheep are saved? I must go back to India: I must go back to India.” 
No one of us who heard her, and saw the womanly figure in its simple 
black gown, is likely to think of the work of a foreign missionary as an 
easy, irresponsible life, even in these days when we have been able to 
take away a few of the dangers and add to the comforts of it a little. 


When we catch such a vision of a world steeped in sin, we will count it 
as nothing to give our all to god who owns us. Many trophies have been 
won for God, but how many more there remains to be done. Let us, like 
Peter, have a world wide vision of the needs, and then put ourselves in 
line for the heartiest co-operation with all God’s people to bring about 
the knowledge of the Christ of Galilee. God forbid that we should be 
compelled to take up the lamentations in the following: 


“Vield thy poor best, and ask not how or why, 
Lest one day seeing all about thee spread a mighty crowd and mar- 
velously fed, 
Thy heart break out into a bitter cry, I might have furnished, 
I yea, even I, the two small fishes and the barley bread.” 


And now, my dear friends, the office you entrusted to me, I return to 
you. Iam proud of the honor you bestowed upon me. It has been a great 
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privilege to serve you during these trying times in the history of our 
United States, and the beginnings in the United Lutheran Church. I shall 
always look back with pleasure to the time I was president of this Synodi- 
cal Society. I am proud of you women, how you held together under the 
strain and trying time through which we passed. You have responded 
nobly and generously to appeals of time, money and talents. I need not 
ask for my successor’s support, as you have already given it. May our 
Heavenly Father abundantly bless you all, that you may be a blessing 
to others.

By-Laws Proposed for the Women’s Missionary Society of the 
Synod of Iowa 


Article I. Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Annual 
Convention and make all appointments-not otherwise provided for. Be- 
tween Annual Conventions she may call meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee if in her judgment, the interests of the work demand such meeting. 


Section 2, The Vice Presidents in order, shall perform all duties of the 
office in the absence of the President, and shall co-operate with the 
President in furthering the general work. 


Section 3. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of all the meetings and prepare the same for publication, and 
shall give notice of the convention in the church papers two months in 
advance of said convention. 


Section 4. The Statistical Secretary shall collect all statistics of the 


Congregational Societies and report same to the society at its annual 
Convention. 
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Section 5. (a) The Treasurer shall receive and acknowledge all funds 
and forward same to the General Treasurer, and shall present a written 
repot of the receipts and disbursements to the society at its annual Con- 
vention. 

(b) The Treasurer shall receive only such moneys as are de- 
signated for the objects under the control of the General Society. 

Section 6, ‘The elected officers of the Synodical Society shall compose 
the Executive Committee, and it shall be the duty of this committee to 
care for the interests of the work between the annual Conventions, the meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee to be subject to the discretion and call 
of the President. 


Article II. Time of Annual Convention 


The annual Convention shall be held at such time and place as may be 
determined by the preceding convention of the society, or may be deter- 
mined by the Executive Committee. 


Article III. Fiscal Year 


The fiscal year shall close July 31st. Quarters shall close with October 
20th, January 20th, April 20th and July 2oth. 


Article 1V. Dues 


The dues from each Congregational Society shall be 10 cents or more 
per month per member. 


Article V. Department Secretaries. 
Secretaries shall be appointed by the President to organize and develop 
various departments of work, and each shall report at annual Conventions. 
The Secretary of Literature shall have charge of the display of literature 
at the Convention, take orders, have charge of the sales and report at the 
close of the Convention. 


Article VI. Nominating Committee 


A Nominating Committee composed of seven members, appointed by the 
President, shall name two persons for each elective office, and election 
shall be by ballot. 


Article VII. Efflpense of Delegates to General Convention 


Congregation Societies shall be assessed five cents per member per year 
to meet the expenses of Synodical Delegates to General Convention, said 
fund being known as the Travel Fund. 


Article VIII. Amendments. 


These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a unanimous vote of the 
annual Convention, or by a two-thirds vote if two months’ notice has been 
given through the church papers.

MINUTES OF THE FIFTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF 
THE. FEDERATION OF 


United Lutheran Brotherhoods 


in America 


The convention opened Monday evening, November 8, 1920, in 
the First Evangelical Lutheran Church, Newton, Iowa, with a 
banquet sérved by the ladies of the church. This banquet was fol- 
lowed by an excellent program, of toasts and music, special men- 
tion should be made of the address of Harry B. Gearhart, Field 
Secretary of the Lutheran Brotherhood, Chicago, Ill., who out- 
lined the need of a definite program for brotherhood work and 
explained the program which had been prepared by the United 
Lutheran Brotherhood. 

Tuesday morning the session was opened with devotional serv- 
ices conducted by Mr. Fred Reeve, president of the local brother- 
hood. The service was very interesting and inspirational. 


The business session was then called to order. During the 
absence of the secretary, H. A. Mohl, of Davenport, Mr. Alven 
Bremer, of Cedar Rapids, was appointed secretary pro tem,

Next in order was the president's report. In his report Presi- 
dent Allan emphasized the need of a definite program, and a 
definite aim to stimulate the activity and usefulness of the Brother- 
hood. Lack of these incentives in the past was felt to be the rea- 
son for the lack of interest manifested along the Brotherhood 
lines and almost wholly responsible for the dearth of accomplish- 
ments of both individual and federated brotherhoods. He ex- 
pressed the hope that this convention would settle on some defin- 
ite aim or program which would promote interest in the Brother- 
hood work and which would result in much good being accom- 
plished by these Brotherhoods. ‘This report was ordered re- 
ceived and placed on file. 


At this time the president called on the delegates for a brief 
recital of some of- their problems and experiences, in the hope 
that this interchange might prove helpful in the solving of similar 
problems in the future. 

Dr. Blancke, on behalf of the Arrangement Committee, called 
attention to the seeming lack of co-operation on the part of the 
pastors and brotherhoods in the matter of furnishing this com- 
mittee with names and addresses requested by them in order that 
they might the better advertise this convention, the idea being to 
get into personal touch with more of the men to interest them in 
attending the Brotherhood Convention. The sole purpose of this 
discussion was to urge upon all concerned the importance of giv- 
ing all communications prompt and proper attention to the end 
that whatever the subject matter, it could be handled to the best 
advantage, 

Following up the recommendation contained in the president’s 
report with reference to the future of the Brotherhood work, it 
was regularly moved and seconded that the president appoint a 
committee of three to draft a set of resolutions embodying the 
recommendation of this committee as to future programs and also 
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any other recommendations, which might, with propriety, be 
brought to this convention, this committee to report at the after- 
noon session. Motion was carried and president appointed: D. E. 
Mayne, H. O. Hjetland, and Rev. J. M. Herbst, with Mr. Ger- 
hardt as advisory member, and C. D. Allan ex-officio. 


Treasurer H. O. Hjetland reported balance on hand October 
13, 1919, $13.71. No receipts during the year. Bills paid $5.00, 
leaving a balance on hand November 9, 1920, $8.71. Treasurer’s 
report was accepted and placed on file. 


Secretary's report: Minutes read, ordered adopted as read, and 
placed on file,

The afternoon session was called to order at 1:30 p. m. by the 
newly-elected president, Mr. D, EF. Mayne. Devotional services 
were conducted by Mr. Gerhardt. In Mr. Gerhardt’s talk he gave 
us three ideas which we would all do well to treasure and 
meditate upon. Briefly stated they are: 1st Love your work. 
2nd Be content in your work. 3rd Determine to succeed. 


The president at this time called upon Rev. A, B. Leamer, of 
Des Moines, to give us a report on the meeting of the Lutheran 
Brotherhood of America, which was held in Des Moines October 
28th, 1920. He gave usa brief outline of the aims and purposes of 
this organization and told of some of the things which had been 
accomplished. 


The special committee on program announced that it was now 
ready to report. Their report had been drawn up in the form of 
a set of resolutions which they were directed to read. It was 
moved and seconded that the resolutions be adopted seriatim. 
Motion carried and resolutions were adopted one by one as read. 
Resolutions as adopted are attached hereto and made a part of the 
minutes of this meeting, 
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RESOLUTIONS 


1. Be it resolved that we adopt the Educational work of the United 
Lutheran Church and accept the program of the United Brotherhood. 


2. Resolved that By-Law No. 6 be changed to read 25c per myember, 
per month, of which toc per month goes to the Brotherhood of the United 
Lutheran Church, toc to the individual Brotherhood and 5c to the Feder- 
ation. 

3. That we recommend, in harmony with Article 7 of our regular Con- 
stitution, the adoption of the Constitution of the U. L. B. as passed upon 
by the Washington Convention. 

4. Whereas the 5c per member allotted for our Federation is more than 
sufficient to cover our expenses, be it resolved that a fund be created from 
the surplus to educate any worthy young man from our Synod who wishes 
to enter the ministry.

5. Whereas, as a great many good objects are being carried out by the 
several Brotherhoods we wish to commend them in their work and urge 
them to continue same and further as a definite object for the coming 
year we urge the adoption of a plan to take up the problem of the young 
man in the church and Sunday School. Each congregation to work out 
its own problem for the coming year and report progress at our next 
convention. 


6. Be it further resolved that a copy of these resolutions be typewritten 
and mailed to each congregation at once. The committee to be continued 

7. That we co-operate in the distribution of the Lutheran World 
Almanac to be placed in the families of our Synod. 


8. Whereas, the First Evangelical Lutheran Church of Newton, Dr. 
Blancke, pastor, has so royally entertained us, the Fifth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Lutheran Brotherhood of the Synod of Iowa; therefore, be it 
resolved that we hereby extend a rising vote of thanks to the pastor ani] 
congregation. 


Because of the fact that the resolutions adopted contemplate 
the adoption of a new constitution, which under our present con- 
stitution must lie on the table until our next annual meeting in 
order to make our dues conform to the dues set forth in the new 
constitution, it was regularly moved and seconded that we re- 
write Section 6 of our present by-laws to read: “Dues shall be 
25c per member per month, of which toc per month goes to the 
Brotherhood of the United Lutheran Church and 5c per month 
to the federation.’’ Motion carried. 


In the absence of the speakers to whom had been assigned the 
topics for afternoon discussion, these topics were thrown into the 
Round Table discussion. The principal topic of interest was the 
question “What Should Be Our Attitude Toward the Sunday 
Picture Shows and Other Sabbath Desecrating Amusements.” 
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After considerable discussion the following resolution was pre- 
sented and adopted with instructions that it be spread upon the 
minutes of this convention and given to the newspapers: Re- 
solved: “That we, Federated Brotherhoods of the Synod of 
Iowa, do hereby express our disapproval and opposition to all 
Sabbath Desecrating Amusements and all employments that have 
for their object the commercializing of the Lord’s Day, known 
as Sunday.” 


In closing the convention President Mayne made an earnest 
plea for the whole-hearted co-operation and support of the pas- 
tors and Brotherhoods in the promotion of the work during the 
ensuing year. Convention was dismissed with prayer by Dr. 
Blancke.

Council Bluffs after years of struggle and hardship is going to 
walk alone after the first of October. They have repaired their par- 
sonage, decorated the interior of their church, made some exterior im- 
provements, added a new altar and altar chairs to their furnishings, 
all at an approximate cost of $3000. This has practically all been paid. 
We congratulate pastor and people. 


Davenport says, “You are here, see for yourself.” | 
Des Moines about one year ago bought a parsonage at a cost of 


$12,500.00. During the summer they purchased a choice location for 


their new church at a cost of $36,000.00. We need an outstanding 
church building in the Capitol City. 


Dubuque has nothing “Startling to report” but they have provided ~ 


a garage for the pastor’s ‘‘Universal.” Others take note. The pastor 
is busy and hard work always brings results. 


Fort Madison reports that “We banished the pie business at the 


beginning of the year, put our church on the budget plan and it has 
been a howling success.” A live men’s organization. Some improve- 
ments on the church property and will reduce the appropriation from 
the Home Board. Supports a protegee in India. 


Fairfield is still looking for a pastor. They need a church builder 
to erect that new church that they must have to give them the prestige 
they deserve. 


Nevada. The Memorial is fair, fat and forty and they celebrated 
from June the 5th to the 12th. Hada lot of good things to eat as well 
as a feast of good things for the mind. It was a time of inspiration and 
encouragement. They are in a position now to do much for others 
as well as for themselves. 


Newton makes progress. Their men are wide awake. They have | 


a real prayer meeting. Support a candidate for the ministry. They 
have some tithers and this makes for power. Their evening service is 
most as well attended as the morning, 


Oxford Junction has made over the old parsonage, it is up-to-date 
and comfortable. The outlay of money was only $1900, but the real 
increase in value was more than $2500. Much labor donated. The 
church is now undergoing extensive repairs. It is to have a new base- 
ment with exterior and interior improvements. — > 


Webster City was never dead but almost. It is not only living now 
but very much alive and wide awake. They have modernized their 
‘parsonage, they want to make it so pleasant for their present pastor 
that he will never leave them. They have become self-supporting and 
are proud of it. We too are proud of. them and the work that has been 
done in the last three years. 


Application for Membership 


Under the direction of the Missionary Superintendent a very prom- 
ising mission has been organized in Missouri Valley. This COnSECESs 
tion applies for admission into the Synod. 


Carthage Collere 


On the 5th of April, the President of Synod was invited with the

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with the Board of Directors of Carthage College to hear the proposi- 
tion made by the Rockefeller Foundation Committee. This matter will 
be brought to the attention of Synod by representatives from the 
College.

CARTHAGE COLLEGE SPECIAL FUND 


Whereas, after a complete survey by a representative of the 
Rockefeller Foundation Board,—of Carthage College, the grounds, the 
buildings, faculty and student body, standards and ideals and a favor- 
able report of the same back to this board, an offer was made to the 
Board of Trustees to our college of $175,000.00; said amount to be 
available when all indebtedness is paid, and there be raised on the 
local territory a like amount. To meet this offer and secure the 
$175,000.00 from the Rockefeller Board, our Board of Trustees propose 
the following plan: 


First, That $125,000.00 be raised by the citizens of Carthage Col- 
lege and Hancock Co., where our College is located, accordingly the 
board has been assured by representative men of Carthage and Han- 
cock County that a campaign would be inaugurated on the 20th of 
October, to secure the above amount. 


Second, The plan for the raising $100,000.00 remaining is .com- 
pletely in the hands of the church in this territory. The Board pro- 
poses that churches of the four Synods, Illinois, Iowa, Wartburg and 
the Synod of the Northwest, secure a minimum of $1.00 from every 
baptized member. The three (3) synods to which this matter has been 
presented have taken favorable action and are thoroughly organized 
to secure these funds. 


Therefore, inasmuch as Carthage College has been designated as 
the educational institution of the United Lutheran Church on the ter- 
ritory of our synod, and in view of the fact that we have received such 
a splendid offer from the Rockefeller Board, therefore, Be It Resolved, 
that the Iowa Synod indorse this plan to raise from our churches a 
minimum of $1.00 per baptized member.

INNER MISSIONS REPORT 


Your Committee on Inner Missions would report that we have 
made some effort to interest the pastors of our Synod in the work en- 
trusted to our care. A letter was sent out to all the brethren calling 
special attention to a leaflet enclosed that we believe to set forth 
method, which studied and practiced, would help greatly to solve 
many of the most vexing problems of the average pastor. It was our 
intention to stress during the first year “Congregational Survey” as 
set forth in the leaflet referred to. This should be followed by a study 
of a “Community Survey” set forth in a companion leaflet. The third 
year, we feel, should be spent on the study of ‘“‘Christian Church Cul- 
ture and Practice.” Your committee would most highly commend for 
special study and practice these three suggested leaflets in the order 
named. Many other valuable suggestions are given out by our Board 
of “Inner Missions.” 


Our suggestions in the circular letter sent to all the pastors met 
with very little response. Only three replies showed that our letter 
had received any reasonable attention. 

We would urge upon our pastors and congregations the value’ of 
the study of the Inner Mission Problems as being vital to the develop- 
ment of our churches if we desire them to be made a force for the 
advancement of the Kingdom of our Lord. 


We recommended that the Committee on Inner Missions be al- 


lowed a sum up to $25.00 if need be, for the purpose of carrying out 


the aims of the Inner Mission Board. 


That during this year the Conceeeattnin Survey be stressed with 


a view to following this with a Community Survey the following year.

TABITHA HOME 
Your trustee attended the annual meeting of the board of trustees 


of the Tabitha Home, Lincoln, Neb., at the home on May 11. The re- 
ports of the superintendent and treasurer were gratifying. 
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The superintendent reported 94 inmates during the year, 49 in 
the aged dpartment, 27 men and 22 women; 12 of this number were 
helpless and in need of constant care. Six died during the year with 
an average of 82 years, the highest in years was 90 and the lowest 75. 
Five were received during the year. 


The orphan department had 45 children during the year. ‘The 
children are attending the public school and all have good records; 
some have received special recognition for good work and conduct; 
one boy in the high school expects to prepare for the ministry. 


The home has 12 to 13 helpers not including the engineer and 
fireman. 


There are always improvements to be made in the way of repair 
and painting. The expensive improvements this year was the new 


well and necessary equipment for fire protection leading the water 


into all parts of the building, at a cost of $5000.00. 

The treasurer’s report showed total receipts for the year 
$30,680.79. Disbursements $30,262.24. 

The great outstanding need of the home is a separate building for 
the orphans. We recommend that the synodical apportionment for 
the support of the Home be 10 cents per member. Also that the 


Synodical treasurer is hereby instructed to send the money direct to — 


J. F. Kreuger, Treasurer. 


We heartily commend Tabitha to our people as an institution of 
love and mercy, and worthy of support. And ask our congregations to 
permit the cause of Tabitha to be presented to our churches by its 
representative.

CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


Carthage College finished last June, the 75th year of higher edu- 
cational work by the Lutheran Church in the Central West. The en- 
rollment of this past year was larger than ever before. The graduat- 
ing class was the largest in the history of the institution. 


The college lost a2 valuable teacher this summer in the drowning 
of Prof. J. H. Voss; his oldest daughter was drowned with him. Prof. 
H. M. Kressin takes his place on the staff. September 26, Dr. H. M. 
Robbins of Carthage, passed to his reward. He was a member of the 
Board of Trustees since 1900, and for a number of years a member of 
the Executive Committee. 


The enrollment this year is about twenty per cent larger than 
last year and composed of fine classes of students. It became neces- 
gary to use the barracks for our assembly hall. For the first time in 
50 years the old chapel room on the fourth floor of Old Main was too 
small to hold the student body. This old chapel room was divided 
into two rooms. One will be used by Tressler Literary Society, and 
the other for Domestic Science.

The college offers complete courses of study in Domestic Science, 
Domestic Economy and Household Arts. 


The Conservatory of Music faculty is a strong one. Teachers 
from the faculties of Oberlin, Columbia and Hlizabeth College, were 
added to our force this year. 


We house more boys and girls than ever before. We need more 
room for both. Some man of means should provide $40,000 to erect 
a boys’ dormitory. It can be done with that amount, using: the $25,000 
worth of material and labor in the barracks building. This would 
free North Hall (now used by boys for girls), and so meet both needs. 


Large as is our enrollment we had to turn away one hundred 
young people who could not come without financial assistance. To 
meet this need, and secure the attendance of some of the most prom- 
ising students to be found among these youths without financial 
means, we should have at least 100 endowed scholarships of $2000 
each. This is an opportunity for people who cannot give more than 
$2000, to create a memorial fund in the name of a loved one. Here 
is an opportunity for a local brotherhood to establish funds which 
will perpetually help educate worthy young people of limited means. 


Continued efforts should be put forth to secure the attendance in 
our college at Carthage more of our young people and the best of 
them. . 

We emphasize again the necessity of doing all in our power to 
insure an offering of $100,000 for the college on Reformation Day. 

The Iowa Synod is asked to appoint two of its clerical members, 
one of which is to be the President of the Synod, to act with similar 
representatives of the other Synods and the college board, as a com- 
mittee to draw up plans for the election of members to the College - 
Board ot Trustes.

REPORT OF THE MISSION COMMITTEE 


Dear Brethren:— 


God has richly blessed the Mission activities of our Synod during 
the year. The progress and growth have been of the sturdy oak type. 


Ely alone is now vacant as Student Herbert Wyandt of Hamma 
Divinity School has recently returned to the school to resume his 
theological studies. Splendid work has been done during his stay 
of four months. All concerned feel that the Ely parish is a most 
promising one and that the right man permanently stationed there it 
would very quickly become a mighty power and the religious center 
of the large unchurched territory surrounding it. 


Ft. Madison, Rev. John J.-Gent, pastor, has made commendable 
progress and every department of the congregation is in a healthful 
growing condition. The debt on the beautiful new parsonage is con- 
stantly becoming less. and $100.00 has been reduced from the amount 
of aid asked from the General Board for the ensuing year. 


Dubuque, Rev. W. D. Ziegler, pastor, is pushing forward en- 
couragingly. A goodly number have been received and the future 
looks bright. There being no parsonage, the rent problem is quite 
troublesome. The congregation has increased the salary $100.00, and 
the General Board has added a like sum with the understanding that 
a substantial decrease is to be made next year. 


Muscatine, Rev. T. F. Weiskotten, pastor, is steadily growing 
stronger. The outstanding need seems to be a new church. With the 
desired and needed church a reality the congregation would at once 
take her rightful place among the larger and more influential con- 
gregations of the city. The debt on the present property has been 
fully paid. If the new church is not built costly reparis and im- 
provements must be made on the old buildings. The wisest plan 
seems to be build as soon as possible. The amount of aid asked from 
the General Board has been reduced. 


Princeton Pleasant Valley Parish, Rev. Mark Getzendaner, pastor, 
has added much numerical strength during the year. The parish is 
just on the threshold of self support as it receives but $150.00 aid 
from.the General Board. It is hoped that next year the three con- 
gregations composing the parish will decide to divide the $150.00 
among themselves and declare themselves self sustaining. Pastor 
Getzendaner and his wife are admirably adapted to the work and 
much credit is due them for the marked growth and development of 
the field. They occupy a central position in the hearts of the people 
of the entire community. 


Ottumwa, Rev. Fred Ross Scherck, pastor, is taking on new life 


Pats Bhs 
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and slowly but surely regaining her lost strength. A year ago the 
Synodical Superintendent was directed to take charge of the work as 
soon as Rev. Seaman reached Iowa. Falls. He found the conditions 
very discouraging. The Sunday School children were all gone except 
one boy. The small congregation was scattered’ and disheartened. 
No church services had been held for a number of weeks as the 
church officers said there was no money with which to pay a supply. 
Unpaid bills and interests were piling up. After the superintendent 
was on the field for about a month he reported his findings to the 
committee and it was decided to make one more heroic effort to 
save the congregatin. A strong, patient, able pastor was sought and 
found in the person of Rev. Scherck. He visited the field, was unani- 
mously called and December found him energetically at work on the 
field. With his coming hope once more came ot the people and the 
congregation has since been constantly increasing in interest, activity, 
and strength. The future is now quite bright and with continued per- 
severence it is believed that Ottumwa shall yet come to the front and 
become a strong, influential congregation. 

Iowa Falls, Rev. F. H. Seaman, pastor, has had a hard year on 
account of the removal of a number of strong families and the de- 
crese in the prices of farm products. The heaviest givers are farmers. 


The loss in membership has been more than made up in numbers 
but those who have gone are sadly missed. This is another mission 
in need of a new church and there is some talk of building next sum- 
mer if the cost of building becomes more normal. 


Waterloo, Rev. Leland M. Lesher, pastor, is developing nicely and 
pastor and people are working together in harmony. The Mission 
Committee met with the congregation recently and from all appear- 
ance the mission has entered into a period of prosperity and growth. 
Rev. Lesher entered the field as pastor on June the first. 


Valley Junction, Rev. Paul R. Clouser, pastor, is making head- 
way. This is a hard but promising field. The pastor and his wife 
have won their way into the hearts of the members and friends. As 
they entered the field in June much cannot be expected as yet, but 
the way is cleared and prepared for the future growth and succss. 
The church property is the most prominent in the city and is valued 
at $15,000.00. There is a debt of only $1333.32, besides $800.00 to the 
Church Extension Society. The congregation and especially the 
ladies are working heroically to meet a payment on half of the 
$1333.32 on November the first. They have more than $400.00 in the 
bank and have prospects of having the full $666.66 at the time it is 
due. Then one more payment of a like sum one year hence and the 
young mission shall have one of the best properties in the Synod free 
from interest bearing debt. 


Webster City, Rev. J. M. Herbst, pastor. This congregation was 
talking of disbanding less than five years ago. It was one of the first 
places served by the superintendent when he entered his present 
work. Encouragement was then given and with the coming of Rev. 
Herbst their hopes began to rise and their fears to diminish. Just a 
few figures which speak more strongly than words. In the four and 
one half years of the present pastorate debts amounting to $2000.00 
were paid, $1000.00 of improvements were made, the salary was in- 
creased $500.00 and the membership has increased 51 per cent. As a 
result of the above blessings the congregation has declared itself self 
supporting after October 1, 1921. No wonder the pastor writes, ‘We 
can thank God and take courage.” 


Council Bluffs, Rev. C. J. Ringer, pastor. Most of you know of the 
past trials and tribulation of this congregation, but again we have an 
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illustration of what can be done when the right man gets into the 
right place and with consecrated stick-to-itiveness gives himself 
wholly unto the sacred task before us. Pastor Ringer and his con- 
gregation have come forth conquering and still to conquer. They 
have overcome difficulties and hardships experienced by few and 
today they declare themselves self-supporting from October 1, 1921. . 
Council Bluffs has become one of the strong congregations of the 
Synod. 


The Mission Committee has taken official action heartily con- 
gratulating and highly commending both the pastor and people of 
each of these newly self-sustaining congregations, and we feel that 
the entire Synod voices the same goal. 


Missouri Valley, Ia. For the first time this name comes before 
you. It was brought to the attention of the Superintendent last 
January, investigated and later a canvass was made and the names 
of more thn 200 Lutherans were secured. After his report to the 
Mission Committee the Superintendent was authorized to enter the 
field as soon as he could leave Valley Junction. The first church 
service was held Sunday afternoon, June the fifth, and on July the 
17th the American Lutheran Church aas organized with 55 members. 
A church council of nine was elected and the constitution recommend- 
ed by the U. L. C. was adopted. Since then a flourishing missionary 
Aid Society has been organized with members, and a splendid choir 
is in process of formation. The Sunday School numbers sixty, and is 
growing steadily. On September the 25th the Lord’s Supper was 
given for the first time and the charter membership list declared 
closed. To the great joy of all it contained exactly 75 names prayed 
and worked for by all. Thirty-five of the members are men and the ~ 
baptized membership is 129. 


Duplex envelopes are used and only Lutheran literature. 


The every member canvass just had, resulted as follows: Of the 
75 members, 4 have not been seen as yet, 70 of the 71 canvassed sub- 
scribed for current expenses and for benevolences. Amount sub- 
scribd for benvolence $332.80, for current expenses $1263.60; total 
$1596.40, an average of $22.78. 


If this vigorous young mission had a suitable church property of 
its own it would never go to the mission board for aid but would be 
self supporting from the start. A strong pastor is being sought and 
the superintendent is to remain in charge of he work until such a one 
is secured. 


Financial statement from October 1, 1920, to September 30, 1921:

The two causes for this deficit are, first, the superintendent re- 
ceived nothing while he served Ottmuwa as every dollar obtainable 
was badly needed for other purposes; second, the Mission Committee 
made no appropriation for new work but directed the superintendent 
to report all expenses incurred in such work with his regular ex- 
penses. 


General. There are 36 county seats in Iowa without a Lutheran 
Church and there are 60 other places with a population of 1000 or 
more, without a Lutheran Church. Surely the field is large and we 
believe ripe unto the harvest. 
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During the year the Superintendent has added to the various mis- 
sions 83 adults and 16 by infant baptism, making a total of 99. 


The committee asks Synod for $3000.00 with which to do its Iowa 
work during the year. 
Davenport, Iowa, Sept. 28, 1921. 


At the congregational meeting of St. Paul’s English Lutheran 
Church of Davenport, Iowa, Sept. 28, 1921, the following resolution 
was adopted: 

Whereas the pastor, Rev. J. A. Miller, in response to urgent calls 
has looked over the field in West Davenport and reported that this is 
a very promising field filled with the brightest of prospects for a new 
church to be. started to further the spread of the gospel. 


Therefore, be it resolved, That we ask the Synod to open this 
field at once and to place Rev. Mark A. Getzendaner in charge, and 
we agree to pay $1000.00 per year towards his salary and underwrite 
an amount to the extent of $3500.00 towards the erection of a house 
of worship. Our congregation further goes on record to morally 
support the new project and willingly transfer any and all of our 
present members now residing in the district who will be willing to 
work there. 

St. Paul’s English Lutheran Church 


It was moved and carried that the Missions Committee recom- 
mend to Synod the acceptance of proposition made by St. Paul’s 
Church, Davenport, for the establishment of a Mission in West Daven- 
port, and that this board appropriate $1000.00 per year to apply on 
Missionary salary for one year. 

The committee recommends that Synod obligate itself to raise 
$500 for the Ottumwa Mission and that an opportunity be now given 
to secure pledges for said amount.

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THE AUDITING COMMITTEE REPORT 


The auditing committee has checked over the books and record 
of the treasurer of Synod and find them O. K. The total receipts for 
the year were $10,707.70. The total disbursements were $10,472.45, 
leaving a balance on hand of $235.25. 


A letter from the Dubuue National Bank certifies to the fact that 
on September 30, 1921, there was on deposit $750.02 against which we 
find outstanding checks amounting to $514.77 which when cashed will 
leave $235.25 in the bank. 


We find ministerial education, Iowa Missions, Synodical Treasury 
in a lump sum under one heading and would recommend that these 
items together with Tabitha Home be kept under separate heading, 
and to distribute receipts as nearly as possible in harmony with 
amounts apportioned by Synod.

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 


The Examining Committee begs leave to make the following 
report: 


1. That the president of the Synod has put into our hands the 
applications of we following ministers for admission to our Synod, 
namely: 


a. The letter of Rev. F. H. Saemann, dismissing him from the 
German Nebraska Synod, signed by the President, Rev. G. H. Mickle- 
mann. Brother Saemann was ordained. He is pastor of the English 
Lutheran Church of Iowa Falls. 


b. The letter of Rev. Fred Ross Shirck, signed by Rev. O. D. 
Baltzly, President of Nebraska Synod. Brother Shirck was ordained 
in 1906, and is pastor of St. Mark’s Lutheran of Ottumwa. 


c. Rev.:Frank Heilman, D. D., is pastor of Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Sioux City, Iowa. He took charge December 13, 1920, and was 
installed February 9, 1921. He was ordained in 1921. 


These gentlemen have been called into consultation by your com- 
mittee and we recommend that they be regularly enrolled as mem- 
brs of Iowa Synod.

Presidente Address—Mrs. A. B. Leamer, Des Moines. 


Dear Friends and Co-Workers :— 


Today we meet face to face in another annual convention to ask 
what the year has brot to us in our daily Christian living—what of Sra 
encouragement or discouragement in our endeavor to follow the eRe. 
Master’s command, “Go ye into all the world.” 


This year to some has brot the gifts of joy and gladness. Outieee 
have drained the cup of bitter grief. Happiness and peace for some— 
for others, care and pain. 


This is a restless unsettled period through which we are “paseine Be Sd.) 
In our own land just now we are feeling the dreadful after effects of A ey 
the World War as we have not before experienced them. There is 
need of strong Christian stabilizing of thought and action, of putting 
into practice the Golden Rule. Who, but God knows what part we Pile 0 
mothers and sisters may have in helping solve some of the grave he 
problems that crowd in upon our daily lives. May we, as Mary of old, $ 
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sit at the Master’s feet, receiving instructions, receiving power and 
strength to face the hard places on life’s journey. May these days 
spent together be days of reconsecration for each of us, reconsecra- 
tion of time, of strength, of talent, of possession. May we feel the 
Master’s presence in our lives as they are put into harmony with His 
plans and purposes for us. May we. carry back to local organizations 
such zeal and earnestness in the work that it will be a stimulus to 
larger activities. 


In reviewing the work of the year we find cause for gratitude for 
evidences of steady growth in missionary interests of all kinds 
throughout the State. The reports of the other officers and depart- 
ment secretaries will give itemized accounts. of these activities, all of 
which indicate growth. Our thank offering was the largest ever re- 
ceived. Our Lenten Self-Denial Offering was an excellent beginning. 
The dues and other special quarterly calls were met more regularly 
than eevr before. Our growth.in giving is commendable, because it 
is evidence of our growth in interest and knowledge of the needs of 
the work at large. 


A recent message from our General Executive Secretary informs 
me that at the close of the first year of this biennium shows the total 
receipts to be more than half of the amount of the biennium’s budget. 
Our women everywhere have done well. For this we do rejoice. 


Hach biennium finds us as a General Society able to reach out 
and do larger things in extending the kingdom because of the loyalty 
and hearty support of each congregational society. — 


I have tried to keep in close touch with officers and each local 
society by visitation and by correspondence. One week in May it was 
my privilege to visit at Webster City, Iowa Falls, Waterloo, Cedar 
Rapids, Tipton, North Liberty, Iowa City, Newton, and later at Valley 
Junction. At each place, the message I had for the women was re- 
ceived most cordially and heartiest co-operation to help extend or- 
ganization and enlist more members was promised. Aside from the 
joy of becoming better acquainted with the people on the field, there 
- is the satisfaction of reporting that the promises made are being kept. 
For at Webster City, the Juniors, the Light Brigade and a Home De- 
partment have been organized. At Tipton, a Home Department and 
a Light Brigade, including Little Lights. At Newton, also, a Home 
Department, a Light Brigade and Little Lights. At North Liberty, 
Waterloo, Iowa Falls, and Valley Junction, the ladies agreed to be- 
come Helper’s Circles, by using once a month in Aid Society, the 
Missionary lessons as outlined in our Home Department booklets and 
for the present contributing their dues to our state treasurer. Out 
of these four promising Helper’s Circles let uS all pray that active, 
vigorous societies will eventually develop. At least twelve new sub- 
scriptions to Woman’s Work at these four places were obtained and 
everywhere an impetus to missionary interests was manifest. I am 
happy to tell you also that recently at Sioux City, a Women’s Society 
has been effected, that the Little Lights are enrolled at Nevada and 
Des Moines, that at Missouri Valley, our newest and youngest Syn- 
odical child, the women are there willing and anxious to begin right 
and have introduced the missionary lessons along with the Aid So- 
ciety work. Are not these encouraging signs? 


Let us bow in a prayer of gratitude to God for them and ask His 
guidance and His strength as we look out over our state at the place 
yet unoccupied. May we not be satisfied until each department from 
Women’s Society to Little Lights is organized in each congregation 
and until each woman, youth and child is identified with some link in 
the missionary chain of activties. 
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To this end let us enter most prayerfully and heartily into the 
National Campaign, the first two weeks of this October, for new mem- 
bers and new subscriptions for “Lutheran Woman’s Work.” Our 
General Literature Committee has made every provision for carrying 
to success their plan and have issued budgets of literature, full of in- 
formation, to each Woman’s Missionary Society in the United Lu- 
theran Church. Now it remains with each local society to work out 
the plan. I would urge that you delegates, upon your return home, 
see to it that the literature is distributed, that the canvass is made, so 
that Iowa may do nobly her part in this 25 per cent increase asked 
of us. 


I wonder if every Congregaional Society recognizes its great 
privilege and feels keenly the obligation as set forth in our Constitu- 
tion under “Object,” i. e., “to assume responsibility for the mission- 
ary instruction and organization of the young people and children 
of the church.” If we did, would there be only six or seven each of 
such organizations reported when we have thirty congregations? Let 
theburden of prayer at this convention be that our women may be 
willing to render this service of leadership that our youth, the future 
hope of the church, may be rightly trained. 


Oh! how much depends upon each local Society. Not one mem- 
ber is there but has some special work to do—something no one else 
can do. But we need companionship with God for we are workers 
together with Him and without Him we can do nothing. Let us then 
be faithful and willing to take advantage of every opportunity, whether 
the service seems large or small. It is not ours to measure results, 
but we do know that God is counting upon each one—you and me— 
to help carry His message of salvation to all mankind. He has no 
other plan. : 


Our Efficiency Chart is proving helpful in that it keeps before 
each local society a goal toward which to strive to be 100 per cent 
efficient. 


In looking over our historical records we find our past Presidents 
have been women of vision and faith in the future. Miss Lyday 
prayed and urged that we have an “Iowa Special’’—some definite ob- 
ject toward which we might direct our efforts and our gifts above that 
planned for us by the General Executive Committee. This idea, like a 
tiny seed, has taken time to develop into a reality, but today we re- 
joice that our Synodical Society is privileged to aid in the support of 
a promising mission right on Iowa territory. Of this we will hear 
more on Wednesday evening at the “Ingathering” for this purpose. 


There was a time when we were asked to pray that doors of op- 
portunity for woman’s work might be opened. How wondrously God 
has answered in that now no land, nor to no nation, is our work re- 
stricted. Then came the urgent call for prayers for workers—young 
people for training for various kinds of Christian service at home and 
abroad. Again the response has been so full that we are not ready to 
use all our splendid volunteers, and why? Because we have not the 
available means for equipment! Now we must pray that more and 
larger gifts of money be placed at the disposal of our Executive Board 
that all these young, consecrated lives may speedily be fitted and sent 
to their several choices of labor in the great fields ‘‘white unto the 
harvst.” Are we using prayer, this strongest Christian weapon, as we 
ought? Do we really believe that it is the fervent prayer that availeth 
much? 


“T am ready,” was the motto of Paul. Ready for anything, any- 


where. Ever since he heard the voice and saw the light on the 
Damascus road, nothing seemed worth while except to know and do 
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the will of his great Commander. The vision of the man from Mace- 
donia with outstretched, appealing hands, crying “Come help us,” 
burned in his heart and brain, and under the guidance of God, Paul 
immediately goes—the first missionary to Europe. If, through the 
centuries, the people had continued in the teachings of the Gospel as 
then established, the results would not be what we find in that con- 
tinent today. 


Just as the man in the vision stood before Paul, so the millions 
who know not Jesus stand before us. Their cry is very pitiful and 
earnest. Thank God it is being heeded by many, for the same Jesus 
who spoke to Paul, is speaking now and men and women are saying: 
“IT am ready.” Thus are the ranks or recruits for our work ever kept 
filled. How good God is to give us, who live in this day, like oppor- 
tunities to those he gave to Paul—to waken the song of faith, hope 
and love in all desolate places of the earth. If we only use our oppor- 
tunities—small as they may seem—they too will prove to be “great 
and effectual doors.” Sometimes an effectual door is opened into a 
heart by a kind word or deed. 


Each year faithful workers are called into their eternal rest. Our 
Historian will report these, but mention should here be made of the 
recent sudden death of Mrs. W. W. Witmer, of Des Moines. A charter 
member of our Society, a past General Vice President, Synodical 
President for six years, she was a wonderful inspiration and help in 
all missionary endeavors, as well as in all departments of the life and 
success of our local church. May we emulate her beautiful Christian 
character and example by following more closely in the footsteps of 
the Master she loved so dearly and served so faithfully. 


Then to Mrs. Taylor, our efficient Treasurer, we would extend 
loving sympathy in the loss of her husband. May our Father sustain 
and comfort these and all other families in their’ bereavement, until 
the day of glorious reunion. 


This year, we will have as our special advisers and helpers, Mrs. 
Hoover, representing the General Board, and Miss Hilma Levine, Su- 
perintendent of Nurses Training School at Rajahmundry, India. I’m 
sure their presence will be a blessing to all of us. 


The Executive Committee has had no regular meetings but the 
work of the year has been carried on through correspondence. 


In January, cards were sent to all societies urging observance of 
the Lenten Self-Denial Offering. In May, letters of greeting and 
recommendation were issued. In July, the recording secretary, vice 
president and president, together with three Department Secretaries, 
met in Des Moines for preliminary convention program plans. In 
September, each congregation, where no Missionary Societies exist, 
were invited to send one or. more representatives to this gathering. 


I have writtten 165 letters, 30 post cards, and several convention 
programs. 


Recommendations 


1. That we heartily co-operate with the plans from General 
Headquarters to increase our membership by making a real and de- 
termined effort to realize. our watchwords, “A+ Woman’s Society in 
every congregation .in Iowa, and a Light Brigade in every Missionary 
Society.” . 

2. That the first week of Lent, as a Week of Prayer and Self- 
Denial, be observed by all societies. ; 


3. That all Societies—Women’s, Young People’s and. Light Bri- 
gades—keep up prompt and accurate reporting to Synodical officers, 
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not failing to reply to letters. How else can each be properly credited — 
for full membership and work accomplished. 


4. That the average of 10c per member monthly dues in Women’s 
and Young People’s Societies be maintained as well as the 10c per 
capita annual Synodical fee and the annual Travel Fund of 5c per 
member. 


5. That each congregational society endeavor to have at least 
one Mission Study class. The Lenten season is an opportune time for 
such class meetings. 


6. That our splendid literature be more widely eiveulated and 
read. 


7. That annually, each society endeavor to gain at least one 
“Life Member.” 


8. That we at this session niakere some definite plans for a proper 
and fitting celebration of our 50th anniversary in 1924. 


Thanking you for the confidence reposed in me and assuring you 
of my appreciation for your co-operation and hearty support in my 
efforts, I return to you the trust.committed to me one year ago. a

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REPORT OF THE LIGHT BRIGADE SECRETARY 


The latter part of May I sent a letter to every congregation in 
Iowa asking them if they had an organized missionary society for 
their children and asking them to report to me the name of such 
organization, if they had one, and if not whether they would not be 
willing to organize. I also asked them if they would please reorgan- 
ize their society according to the new plan and call the organization 
by the new name—The Light Brigade. The response was very light. 
Only three organizations in Iowa responding and sending an appli- 
cation for re-enrollment. Newton, Davenport and Iowa City. Then 
again in August I wrote the churches having no organizations asking 
them what the trouble was and I had better response this time— 
eight different societies wrote very encouraging letters, all stating 
that they would be organized by October 15th and others as soon as 
possible. They were all interested in the work which is very en- 
couraging and gratifying. 

Just before Synod I sent out a questionnaire to all organized 
societies in the State asking for the necessary information for this 
report and only two were returned properly filled out.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE SYNODICAL SOCIETY, WOMEN’S MIS- 
SIONARY SOCIETY OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN is 
IN AMERICA 


ARTICLE I—Name. 


This organization shall be known as the Women’s Missionary — 


Society of the ———————. Synod of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. 
ARTICLE II—Object. 


The object of this organization shall be to interest the churches 


of the Synod in missions, to organize the women of the churches into 
Missionary Societies, and to sustain in every way the objects sanc- 
tioned and supported by the Women’s Missionary Society of the 
United Lutheran Church. 


ARTICLE IlI—Membership. 


All women who are members of Congregational Missionary So- 
cieties, for women, young people and juniors, shall be members of 
this Synodical Society. 


ARTICLE IV—Meetings. 


Section 1. This Society shall meet annually. 


Sec. 2. Delegates to the Synodical Convention shall be the 
Officers of the Synodical Society, its Department Secretaries, Chair- 
men of Standing Committees and such other delegates as each Syn- 
odical Society shall decide for itself. 


Sec. 3. A majority of delegates enrolled shall constitute a quo- 
rum. 


ARTICLE V—Officers. 


Section 1. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, a .

The Recording Secretary shall give notice of the Syn- 
odical Conventions and of the Executive Committee meetings and 
keep a record of the proceedings of both. Under the direction of the 
President, she shall prepare the minutes of the conventions for 
publication. 


Se. 4. The Statistical Secretary shall collect all statistics of the 
Synodical Society and report the same semi-annually to the Statis- 
tical Secretary of the General dee and annually to the Synodical 
Society. 
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Sec. 5.. The Treasurer shall receive the funds forwarded by the 
Congregational Societies, or the Conference Treasurers, crediting 
the same to the respective societies, and remit quartrly to the Treas- 
urer of the General Society all funds designated for the work of the 
Women’s Missionary Society. She shall send contributions for mis- 
sionary objects, not supported by said Society, to the Treasurer of 


the Synod for disbursement to the designated objects. 


The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds contributed for 
the incidental expenses of the Society, paying out the same only on 
a written order by the President and the Secretary. 


Sec. 6. The Historian shall keep a record of such events and 
statistics as may be of historical importance and present a written 
statement thereof at the convention of the Sociey. 


Sec. 7. The Officers of the Synodical Society, Conference Presi- 
dents, Department Secretaries and Chairmen of Standing Committees 
shall constitute an Executive Committee, whose duty it shall be to 
manage the affairs of the Society between conventions, meeting fre- 
quently as the work may demand. 


ARTICLE VII—Conferences 


Where Conferences exist in a Synod, Conference Societies may 
be organized. 
ARTICLE VilI—Synodical Relations. 


Recognizing itself as a loyal and integral part of the Synod, the 
Society shall render an annual report of its proceedings to Synod 
and, when deemed advisable, confer, through its Executive Committee, 
with the Executive Committee of Synod. 


ARTICLE IX—Committee on Literature. 


There shall be a Committee on Literature, whose duty it shall 
be to co-operate with the General Literature Committee, and funirsh 
Congregational Societies with missionary intelligence in the form 
of tracts, periodicals, etc. 


ARTICLE X—Department Secretaries. 


Department Secretaries shall be appointed to co-operate with 
the general Secretaries of Departments ren the organization and 
development of’ the work. 


ARTICLE XI—Synodical Fee. 


To defray the expenses of the Synodical Society each Congrega- 
tional Society—-Women’s and Young People’ s—shall pay ten cents 
per member, annually. 


ARTICLE XII—By-Laws. 


The Synodical Society shall adopt such By-Laws as may be 
necessary, provided they are not in conflict with this Constitution and 
the Constitution of the Women’s Missionary Society of the United 
Lutheran Church. 

ARTICLE XIII—Amendments: 


This Constitution may be amended at any regular meeting of 
this Society, by a two-thirds vote, provided notice of proposed amend- 
ment has been given at a previous meeting of the Society, or has 
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been published in the official organ and the church papers two months 
before the time of the Synodical Convention.

The convention was called to order Sunday afternoon, 
October 2, 1921, by President D. E. Mayne in St. Paul’s Eng- 
lish Lutheran Church, Davenport, Iowa. Devotional services 
were conducted by Rev. J. A. Miller, of Davenport. 


After a selection by St. Paul’s Male Quartette, Dr. James 
N. Firth, for St. Paul’s Brotherhood, in a few well. chosen 
words welcomed the delegates and visitors to Davenport. 


President D. E. Mayne responded on behalf of the State 
Brotherhood. 


After another selection by the Male Quartette, the Pres- 
ident introduced Dr. S. 8. Waltz, of Chicago, Executive Secre- 
tary of the National Brotherhood. Dr. Waltz had just re- 
cently returned from a nine months tour of the world, having 
visited our missions in Japan, China and India. Dr. Waltz 
gave us a very interesting and instructive word picture of the 
foreign mission work, emphaszing its problems and accom- 
plishments. This gave him a splendid opportunity to stress 
the big educational progarm of the National Brothehrood, 
pointing out that the future successful carrying on of all 
mission work depended on Chirstian Education.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
My dear Brethren in Christ: 


It is with a little bit of hesitancy that I am making this report 
today, because of the fact that I feel that we failed miserably in 
reaching or even trying to reach the goal that we set at the beginning 
of this year. We cannot trace this failure to any one thing or indi- 
vidual, but if I were asked for the cause, I would say that it was a 
combination of causes, the chief of which was the lack of real Chris- 
tian interest in the program of the Brotherhood and the absolute in- 
difference of the ministry and laymen of the church along Brother- 
hood lines. 


When I was elected to the Presidency at Newton, Iowa, I agreed 
to become the head of this organization only upon one condition, i. e.,- 
that I could expect the co-operation of all the laymen and ministers 
of all the churches. This was virtually promised me, so we set about 
planning our program. This program was set up along the lines as 
outlined by the National Brotherhood, Christian Education. In talking 
with several laymen I found that they could not understand the pro- 
gram as outlined. I then called a meeting at Des Moines of a com- 
mittee to plan ways and means to put the program before the laymen 
of the various congregations. It was decided to hold a conference at 
the various congregations. It was decided to hold a conference at 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, in March. This was done and we sent special in- 
vitations to all the congregations urging their men to be present at 
this meeting. We spent considerable time and money trying to in- 
terest the ministry and laymen in this conference. When the time 


came we had just a few men present, outside of the men from Cedar 


Rapids. Only nine congregations out of thirty responded. One con- 
gregation that was within forty miles of Cedar Rapids with an inter- 
urban car line running into Cedar Rapids every two hours, didn’t even 
think enough of our efforts to have either their pastor or a delegate 
present.

In closing this report I wish to make a plea for a closer walk 
with the Master so that we will realize our responsibility and will 
shoulder that responsibility and carry it to a successful end. I will 
admit that this year has been very discouraging to the officers of the 
Brotherhood because of the indifference manifest, especially amongst 
the ministry of the church this past year, but our prayer is that for 
the year 1921-1922 everyone will get behind the program of the 
Brotherhood and the officers with their co-operation and prayers and 
make the year the best in the history of the church. Let us all work 
and pray and resolve with God to do our very best and then we wil] 
have a better report for our next meeting.

The adi peliGsl: peers Synod of Iowa convened in sis: 68th Aaa 
convention at Trinity Lutheran Church, Sioux City, Ia., Rev. J. Frank Heil- 
man, D. D., pastor, on October 10, 1922, 7:45 P. M. 

The Liturgical Service was conducted by the pastor of the church. 
The Rev. J. S. Leamer, president of the Synod, delivered the Synodical 
sermon on the text, II Timothy, 1:7, “For God has not given us the spirit 
of Fear; but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind.” 


Wednesday, October 11, 9 A. M. 


The Liturgical Service of Confession and Absolution was conducted by 
the Rev. J. S. Leamer, D. D., president of the Synod. The Communion 
Sermon was delivered by the Rev. J. M. Herbst of Iowa Falls, on I Corin- 
thians, 11:26. “For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye 
do show the Lord’s death till he come.” 

The Communion Service was conducted by Rev. J. S. Leamer, D. D., 
assisted by Rev. C. Rollin Sherck, D. D., and Rev. J. M. Herbst. } 

The Women’s Missionary Society united with the members of the 
Synod in this service. 


First Session 


. The regular session of the Synod opened Wednesday morning at 10:30 
- o’clock, following the Communion Service, in regular form, Pres. J. S. Leam- 
er presiding. 

Secretary read Roll Call of Ministerial and Lay delegates. 

‘By common consent it was agreed to, listen to the reports of the several 
trustees of institutions and the reports of the boards of the United Lutheran 
Church. 

Report of the trustees of Tabitha Home was read by C. ae Ringer, D. D., 
and a motion prevailed that the report be accepted. 


TABITHA HOME 


The Board of Trustees of Tabitha Home, Lincoln, Nebr., held two meet- 
ings at the home this year. Your trustee attended both meetings. The 
first was held on the regular date of the annual meeting, May 9th, 1922. At 
this meeting Superintendent Rev. E. Walter, and the Treasurer Rev. J. F. 
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Krueger, gave their annual reports, which showed good results for the year; 
and the other routine business was transacted. At this meeting a new con- 
stitution was adopted; in which the date of the annual meeting was changed 
from the second Tuesday of May to the second Tuesday of September; and 
the fiscal year now closes July 31, instead of March 31st. 


In conformity with the new constitution and date of meeting, the trus- 
tees held the second meeting on September 19th. At this meeting the 
superintendent and treasurer made supplementary reports for the inter- 
vening four months, which makes this report to cover a period of sixteen 
months. 


The superintendent’s report showed that Tabitha is performing a true 
mission of love. During the year the home cared for 48 children and 52 
aged; at the present time the home has 44 aged and 37 children. Some 
of the aged are helpless and need special care. During the year ten of the 
aged have gone to their heavenly home. Worthy applicants can not be re- 
ceived for lack of room. 


The treasurer’s report covering the period from April 31, 1921 to July 
31, 1922, showed—receipts of $45,629.50; disbursements $44,486.91 Balance 
$1,142.59. 

The balance sheet of March 31, (by conservative estimate) showed the 
value of the home, including land, buildings and equipments at $104,161.00. 

The time has come when Tabitha must enlarge; The great need of the 
home is a fire proof building for the orphans; then the whole of the present 
building can be devoted to the aged. With this great need confronting the 
home, action was taken by the board of trustees at the last meeting looking 
toward the securing of the much needed building; a committee was appoint- 
ed to secure tentative plans for same. 

We heartily commend Tabitha to our people and churches as an insti- 
tution of love and mercy, and worthy of their liberal support and make the 
following recommendations: 

1. We recommend that the synodical apportionment for the support 
of the Home for the ensuing year be 10 cents per member, Also that the 
Synodical treasurer is hereby instructed to send the money direct to J. F. 
Krueger, treasurer. 

2. We heartily approve of the action of the trustees of the home in 
looking toward the erection of a new fire proof building for the orphans. 

3. We recommend that our churches give the home an opportunity of 
securing funds for the same.

Rev. E. Walter then spoke in behalf of Tabitha Home, asking the Iowa 
Synod to co-operate in the erection of a new building for the Home. 

Report of the Trustee of Western Theological Seminary was read by 
A. B. Leamer, D. D., andon motion was adopted. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF WESTERN THEOLOGICAL i 
SEMINARY 2 


We are glad to state to the Synod that our Seminary has a permanent 
home at a cost of $35,000. It is a fine palatial residence of sixteen rooms, 
the original cost of which was at least $100,000. It has a garage and care- 
taker’s home that originally cost $18,000. Along with these buildings we 
acquired practically all of the furnishings, $8,000 worth of furniture, rugs, 
etc., have been sold reducing the cost to $27,000. From additional re- 
ceipts subscribed for a Seminary building this debt has been reduced to 
$15,500. About the buildings are the grounds covered with immense elms, 
oak and evergreen trees, beautiful flower gardens and trailing vines.. The 
buildings and grounds were dedicated on October 10, 1922. The Rev. F. 
G. Gotwald, D. D., Executive Secretary of the Board of Education, deliver- 
ed the address. Dr. C. S. Harman, president of the board of trustees of 
Midland College performed the services of dedication. 
| There are eleven students enrolled in the Seminary this year. The 
Seminary facuity has been requested to put on a campaign for candidates 
for the ministry and to this end are asking the congregations of this Synod 
to make this the topic for their father and son banquets that they will 
hold during the winter. 

The calling of Dr. J. F. Krueger to the presidency of Midland College 
has necessitated some change in the arranging of classes and teachers. 
Dean Holmes Dysinger and Dr. Klotsche have assumed the additional 
teaching made necessary because of this so that our overhead expense in 
the institution will be no greater than it was this year. 

All in all the Seminary has had a good year and we are confident that 
the future will bring to this institution increasing prosperity.

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Following the adoption of the report, Prof. J. F. Krueger, Ph. D., Presi- 
dent of Midland College and Western Theological Seminary, spoke prettily 
on the needs of the school as follows: 


Brethren of the Iowa Synod. I do not stand before you as the repres- 


entative of Midland College at Fremont, Nebraska. We realize fully that 


the Iowa Synod is located on the territory of Carthage College, and that it 
is intensely interested in the welfare of this institution of learning. I want 
to assure you that the most friendly relationship exists between Midland 
College and Carthage College. We rejoice over the splendid success of 
Carthage College under the able leadership of its beloved president, Dr. 
Hoover. 

I would like to have you think of me as a professor in the Western 
Theological Seminary, the school of the prophets which has always been 
supported loyally by the members of this Synod and which has furnished one 
fourth of the pastors now on the roll of the Iowa Synod. 


We lave just come from the celebration of a service which will always 


be remembered as one of the most memorable events in the history of the 
Lutheran church of the Middle West, the dedication of the new property of 
the Western Theological Seminary at Fremont, Nebraska. : 

When the Western Seminary was established by the former General 
Synod at Atchison, Kansas, it had no buildings of its own. The Seminary 
was given recitation rooms in the main building of the College. After a 
number of years the Seminary purchased the commodious residence of the 
late Senator from Kansas, John J. Ingals. This building for a number of 
years proved adequate for the needs of the institution. 

When the General Synod established Midland College and the Western 
Seminary at Atchison, it was convinced of the fact that Kansas would be- 
come the center of Lutheranism in the Middle West. However, in the course 
of time, it became manifest that there were only 25,000 confirmed members 
of the Lutheran church in Kansas, while there were 85,000 confirmed Luth- 
erans in Nebraska. When, after careful and prayerful consideration, the 
College was moved to Fremont, Nebraska, very little was said about the 
Seminary. It was merely decided to locate it temporarily at Fremont. The 
Board finally passed the resolution to locate the insctitution permanently at 
Fremont. Plans were made at once for erecting a suitable building for 
the Seminary. Just at this time a proposition was made to the Board to 
purchase the home of a Fremont millionaire for Seminary purposes. This 
property is located on the Lincoln Highway in one of the most beautiful 
parts of Fremont. The home and the grounds, comprising two city blocks, 
have always been one of the show places of the city. In the summer, when 


the trees, shrubbery and flowers are in bloom, the place is a veritable para-— 


dise. The property represents a value of not less than $150,000.00. The 
Board succeeded in purchasing the home for the low amount of $35,000.00. 
The main building has about twenty rooms. One of the rooms has been 


-

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changed into a beautiful chapel. Two rooms are being used for recitation 


purposes. There are sufficient rooms for a lounging room, a reception 


room and living rooms for the students. <A part of the building is occupied 
by Dean Dysinger and his family. A story and a half brick garage is being 
used for library purposes. The Western Seminary has secured one of the 
most beautiful Seminary properties in the U. L. Co 0 
During the past year the Rev. Carl G. Aue, D. D., gave to the Seminary 
the sum of $1000.00 in memory of his only son, Luther Aue, who died during 
the World War. This fund is to be known as the Luther Aue Memorial 
Library Fund. The interest on this money is to be used for the purpose 
of books for the Seminary Library. Grace Lutheran church of Hooper, Rev. 
R. W. Livers, pastor, gave the sum of $80.00 as a Loan Fund for needy 
students. Gifts of this kind are greatly appreciated by the Seminary. 

In the past the Western Seminary has not raised large sums of money 
within the Iowa Synod. However, at the meeting of Synod in 1921 a reso- 
lution was passed to inaugurate a campaign for funds for the - Western 
Seminary before the end of the year 1928. May we ask the Synod to take 
steps to carry out this resolution by appointing a committee to set a definite 
time for this campaign and to co-operate with the faculty of the Seminary 
in inaugurating the campaign. 

The crying need of our church at the present time is for more men for 
the ministry. When the sainted Dr. Day, after long years of service in the 


foreign mission field in Africa, returned to the United States, he was in a 


delirium as his ship approached the shores of his native country. Even at 
this time he thought of the vast mission field and time and again he called 


out: More men wanted, more men wanted, fill up the ranks, fill up the ranks. 
This is the cry which ought to be raised by your Synod, also. May we sug- 


gest that your Synod appoint a committee to make arrangements for Father 
and Sons banquets in the different congregations. At these banquets the 
question of more men for the ministry ought to be presented to the young 
men of your Synod. The Western Seminary will be glad to have a repres- 
entative of the Institution to present this cause. Let us pray the Lord of 
the harvest to send forth more laborers into His vineyard.

Licenses Issued. 


On Oct. 12th, 1921, according to instructions from.the Synod I issued a 
license to R. Lee Kirkland for one year. 

In February, 1922, J. W. Petersen, a senior in the Western Theological 
Seminary, informed me that he had received and accepted a call to the new 
Mission at Missouri Valley, that he was expecting to preach for them as 
often as possible during the rest of the school year and asked if it were 
possible for me to grant him a lecense. It took up the matter with Exam- 
ining Committee, they were favorable and I granted him a license. He will 
appear for ordination at this Synod. 

June the 1st Herbert Wyandt, a senior in Wittenberg Theological Sem- 
inary began as a supply at Ely, I granted him a license for the summer. 
He has returned to finish his work at the seminary. 


Restored to the Ministry. 

In the year 1915 the Rev. F. G. Howard, a member of the Iowa Synod, 
desiring to enter secular work surrendered his ordination papers to Dr. W. 
H. Blancke, the president. Early in the summer he wrote to me that he 
was desirous of taking up work in the Church and asked that his papers 
be returned. The matter was taken up with the Examining Committee 
and he was restored to the ministry. , 


Corner Stone Laying. 

On the 26th of Feb., 1922, the corner stone was laid for the new St. 
Mark’s church, 28367 West Third Street, Davenport. The service was con- 
ducted by the pastor, Rev. Mark A. Getzendener. 

On the 6th of August 1922 the corner stone was laid for new church at 
Iowa Falls. Rev. Paul J. Gerberding, Missionarsy Superintendent, assist- 
ed by Revs. J. M. Herbst and G. K. Mykland conducted the service. 


New Congregations. 
On May 14, 1922, the St. Mark Church of Davenport was organized with 
about one hundred members. 
On the 31st of March, 1922, the Manly English Lutheran Church of Manly 
was organized, with about one hundred members. 
These congregations are making application for admission to this Synod. 
The State Luther League. 


_ The Annual Convention was held in Council Bluffs June 16-18 1922. Your 
president attended as the official representative of your body. It is the desire 
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of the State League to be more closely associated with the Synod. There 
will be a representative from the League at this meeting of Synod who will 
be given a hearing when it is convenient. 


Convention of Presidents. 


The Convention of Presidents of all the constituent synods of the U. L. 
C. was held in Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 31st. and Feb. 1st. 1922. It was indeed 
an interesting session, and many things were discussed. As there was quite 
a full report given in The Lutheran, I will take no time to speak of it here. 


A Letter to Congregational Treasurers. 


In the early part of the summer, Hon. U. S. Alderman, a member of 
the Executive Committee sent a letter to each treasurer asking that they 
might sent benevolences to our state treasurer monthly, as is constitutional. 
Six replies were favorable, four unfavorable, and fourteen made no replies 
at all. This is a matter that ought not only be urged but be insisted upon. 

Last Year’s Resolutions. 

Item six, pake 26, of last year’s Minutes needs some attention. If 
your officers had lived up to that action this year, it would have worked a 
hardship on some of our missionaries. The rule is all right, but our con- 
gregations will have to see that the treasurer has the money to meet press- 
ing needs. 

Carthage College 

Asks that the Iowa Synod set apart the Day of Prayer for Colleges for 
the purpose also of making an offering to our college in this time of great 
need. They propose to prepare programs for that occasion, to be used by 
the Sunday Schools and the congregations, giving them free to all who will 
use them. 

Nachusa Orphanage. 


Is petitioning the U. L. C. to give them as their territory the Eastern 
Jowa Conference. This seems the reasonable thing to do as we have in the 
Eastern part of the State been interested in Nachusa as our home and 
Iowa is well represented by children in this orphanage. 

Home Mission and Church Extension Headquarters. 

You no doubt all know that at the Washington Convention it was voted 
to make Chicago the headquarters for this Board. In a late edition of The 
Lutheran it was proposed to change this to Philadelphia, Pa. Many of 
the Western Synods have taken action in this matter, making protest 
against the change. It might be well to consider this matter. 

Among the Churches. 

Burlington has done some improving in her church property, seeking 

more dash and heat. .Cost $400.00. 
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Manly has bought and moved a church and is fixing it up and will be 
ready to dedicate ere long.. They have also decided to buy a parsonage. 

Fort Madison is building a parish house, bought new carpet and are 
installing a new heating plant, Cost $8500.00. 

Iowa City has made quite extensive repairs, redecorating interior of the 
church, new side walks. Cost $1500. 

Waterloo has’ increased her membership 64%. Doubled the Sunday 
School in attendance and offering and paid $300. on debt and improvements. 

Iowa Falls is making progress with their new PE: and will have 
a fine plant when done.

REPORT OF THE MISSION COMMITTEE 
Dear Brethren: 


“God moves in a mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform: 

He plants His footsteps in the sea, 
And rides upon the storm.” 


The year just passed has been a remarkable one in a number of ways. 
It has been a very trying year yet one of great progress. The indus- 
trial conditions caused by the miners and railroad shopmens strikes have 
caused much uneasiness and hardship among our Missions, yet they are 
heroically “pressing on” to the greater things “just beyond.” 

St. Paul’s of Ft. Madison has made commendable progress. The Sun- 
day School has grown to the number of 175 and 17 new members were added 
to the congregation. A modern equipped building 40 x 80 feet has been built 
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and the Brotherhood has done all of the work. This building is to be used 
for social purposes and the growing Sunday School, at a cost of $1900. A 
new heating plant for the church and new building at a cost of $1700., total 
debt $5700. The congregation has paid its benevolence in full. Rev. John 
Gent is the energetic pastor. ; | 


The Princeton-Pleasant Valley Charge was vacant for some months but 
with the coming of Rev. I. O. Miller as pastor the work has continued to 
flourish. The country congregation has united with the one in Princeton. 
‘Thirteen new members have been received and the pastor reports they will 
become self supporting next year. 

St. Mark’s of Davenport was organized on May 14, 1922. It reports 
166 members with about 115 resident and active. The Sunday School num- 
bers 172 with an average attendance of 151. A beautiful Gothic church 
with two battlement towers has been built at a cost of $25,000. It is built 
of varigated color, wire cut face brick with Indiana sand stone trimming. 
The windows are of art glass, each one having a Christian emblem. The 
large front window represents Christ as the Good Shepherd. Rev. Mark 
Getzendaner is the pastor. 

Grace congregation of Muscatine is still in the old church but from re- 
ports we learn that the much needed new one will become a reality in the 
spring. The pastor Rev. T. F. Weiskotten was called to Iowa Falls but his 
people would not let him go. It is commonly believed that his remaining on 
the field assures the new church and much progress for the future. 

St. John’s of Ely has been supplied again by student L. H. Wyandt 
during the summer. He reports eight new members and that the benevo- 
lence and current expenses were much more easily secured than last year. 

The “one thing needful” to develop a strong congregation there is a resi- 
dent pastor. North Liberty and Ely are again considering the question of un- 
iting into one parish. ’ 

The Congregation at Iowa Falls has had much with which to contend. 
On January the first their pastor suddenly left for Ohio. The Superintend- 
ent assumed charge of the work as soon as he secured Student Joseph Peter- 
son as a regular supply for Missouri Valley. The services have been inter- 
fered with on account of the moving of the old building and the erection of 
the new one. The new Gothic church with attractive modern basement is 
built of artistico mat faced brick with “back struck” joints, each of the three 
battlement towers is trimmed with Bedford cut stone. The auditorium and 
tower windows are of opalescent art glass and the furniture is fumed oak 
It is the most beautiful church in the city and while it costs less than $14,000 
its real value is much more. It is hoped the dedication services can be held 
on October the 29th as this date is the fifth anniversary of the congrega- 
‘tion. 

The old chapel has been rebuilt into an elegant modern parsonage of 
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seven rooms and bath, thus giving the congregation a nice monthly income. 
$17,000.00 will cover the entire cost of the church, parsonage and apart- 
ment. The total debt is $6,000.00 including a previous loan of $1,000.00 from 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. The congregation has 
paid its benevolence in full. Rev. J. M. Herbst becomes pastor on October 
the first. 


St. Mark’s of Ottumwa is progressing slowly. Rev. Fred Ross Shirck 
the pastor is encouraged in the work. 


St. Luke’s of Waterloo has completed a very successful year and we be- 
lieve the future is more bright than at any time in her history. Nineteen 
new members have been received and the Sunday School has just been doub- 
led. There is an average attendance of 70. $100 have been paid on the 
debt to the Home Mission Board and $200 on street paving. In addition 
the congregation has paid its benevolence in full. The unfinished corner 
rooms have been made into class rooms and the growing Ladies Society has 
taken up a definite program for Mission Study and activity. Rev. Leland 
H. Lesher is the pastor. 

St. Mark’s of Dubuque has made commendable progress. Twenty four 
new members were received and the apportionment has been paid in full. 
The pastor, Rev. W. D. Ziegler, has removed to Chicago and Rev. E. C. Sib- 
berson of Topeka, Kansas has been called as his successor. 

St. Paul’s American of Missouri Valley is still flourishing. Rev. 
Joseph Peterson became pastor on June the first and is doing splendid 
work. On November the 20, 1921 this congregation of but a few months 
of age decided to buy a well located corner lot for their future church. 
There was a cottage of six rooms and a barn upon it. They sold the barn 


‘and moved the cottage to the other end of the lot. It has since been re- 


modeled and made modern with a full basement and furnace: The men of 
the congregation made all the cement blocks and did most of the other work’ 
free. The property was bought at the low price of $3300.00 cash in order 
to settle an estate and its present value is reported to be as $7000.00 with a 
mortgage of $1500.00. The Missionary-Aid Society numbers 43 and the 
congregation 99. The Sunday School has 74. The outstanding need of the 
congregation is a church building of their own. Their benevolence has 
been paid monthly in full. 

The First Lutheran Church of Valley Junction is progressing as fast 
as can be expected, in the various departments of her activity. Twenty 
four new members have been received and the Sunday School has increased 
about 35%. $666.66 have been paid on the church debt and the last pay- 
ment of a like sum is to be paid on November the first. This will leave 
the congregation with but $800.00 debt to the Church Extension Society and 
it is only three years old. Rev. Paul R. Clouser is the esteemed pastor. 

Last but by no means least we come to our youngest child at Manly. 
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More than a year ago the superintendent investigated the field and found 
the Norwegians occupying the territory. He left the field to them without 
question. They gathered a congregation of 61 members, placed a pastor 
in charge and the future seemed very promising but one thing after another 
went wrong and they left the field. It was at this point that the superin- 
tendent was told of the situation and asked to take up the work. After 
receiving $fficial word from the Norwegians that they had really given up 
the field he visited the place and held services. About everything was 
chaos but after spending part of four weeks among the people the abandon- 
ed congregation was saved and 50 others were added to it. Thus on March 
the 31, 1922 the Norwegian constitution was revised, some new officers were 
elected and the new and enlarged congregation of 111 members voted to un- 
ite with our Synod. They declared themselves self-supporting at a salary 
of $2000.00. On August the first Rev. G..K. Mykland of Mt. Carroll, IIL, 
became pastor. The Norwegian Lutheran church building which was 
bought at Kenset, five miles north, has been moved to Manly and placed 
upon its high foundation thus giving them a bright modern basement. On 
October the 29th the happy congregation hopes to rededicate the remodeled 
church. 

A cozy bungalow has been bought for a parsonage and the future looks 
most promising. 

When we consider what has been done at Davenport, Manly, Missouri 
Valley, etc., it gives us some idea of the great possibilities in Iowa, even 
at this late day. We have but two missions and three self supporting con- 
gregations west:of Des Moines. 

During the year the superintendent has added 140 adults and 24 child- 
ren by baptism to our membership. His financial receipts were $483.00 
and his expenses $440.54, leaving a balance of $42.46, September the 30th. 

The Mission Committee asks Synod for $3000.00 with which to do its 
‘work during the ensuing year.

THE REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee met in regular session, at Sioux City, Iowa, 
on the morning of October 11, 1922. 


Members present were J. S. Leamer, D. D., President, Rev. J. J. Gent, 
Secretary, Mr. U. S. Alderman, Mr. C. F. Manhold, H. 0. Simon, D. D. 

The Secretary read the duties of the Executive Committee of the 
Synod. The President then approved the following committees: 

1. The apportionment committee, U. S. Alderman, coe Rev. Paul 
Clouser, Mr. J. G. Huber. 

2. Committee on investments, Mr. C. F. Manhold, Mr. L. D. Koser, 
Rev. J. O. Simon, D. D. ° 

| (1) Motion prevailed that the recommendation of the executive 

committee of Carthage College that A. B. Leamer, D. D., of Des Moines, be 
elected to fill the vacancy on the college board. 

(2) Motion prevailed that at the request of the authorities of Car- 
thage College, the Executive Committee recommend that an offering for 
the college be taken on the day of prayer for colleges keeping in mind that 
25c per member would approximately cover their need. 
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(3) In harmony with the action taken by the Synod in its last 
session, the Executive Committee recommends that a committee of three be 
appointed to co-operate with the faculty of Western Theological Seminary 
in the raising of funds for the operation of said school and that the pastors. 
on the territory be urged to co-operate in this campaign, and that the sug- 
gestion of the Seminary’s authorities that the local churches arrange a series: 
of Father and Son’s banquets at which a representative of the Seminary 
be present to present the cause of the Gospel Ministry. 


(4) The Executive committee recommends that its action in loan- 
ing St. Mark Evangelical Lutheran Church, Davenport, endorsed by the 
trustees of St. Paul’s Evangelical Church, the amount of $2000.00—$1,000.00' 
from the Mission Fund and $1,000.00 from the Wendt Fund, be approved 
by the Synod and that the Synod provide the interest for one year. 


(5) The Executive Committee in the interim appointed A. B. 
Leamer, D. D., to arrange the exhibit of the Synod of Iowa for the con- 
vention of fhe. United Lutheran Church. 


(6) Motion prevailed that the petition of the Luther League of 
Iowa for $150.00 to support its program be held in abeyance until such time: 
as the Luther League can submit a definite program of the work for which 
they ask this money and we want the Luther League to feel the Synod is 
interested in its welfare and will do all in its power to encourage the Luther 
League in its undertakings. Furthermore, we welcome the suggestion of 
an interchange of delegates between the two organizations. 


(7) Motion prevailed that the report of the committee on apportion- 
ment of $2.83 per capita for U. L. C.; $1.05 for Iowa Synod; Totalling 
$14,865.60 U. L. C.; $5,872.48, Synod be accepted and the same be recom- 
mended to the Synod for the laying of the apportionment for the coming 
year. 

(8) The Executive Committee recommends that the Manly English 
Lutheran Church of Manly, Iowa, the Rev. G. K. Mykland, pastor, and St. 
Mark Evangelical Lutheran Church of Davenport, Iowa, Rev. M. A. Getzen- 
‘ daner, pastor, be received into the membership of the Synod at their request. 

(9) Your Executive Committee has received certain communica- 
tions and cancelled checks from this Synod’s special representative, Lee D. 
Koser, who acted in the behalf of the Synod in the sale of the Emanuel 
Church property, Des Moines, Iowa. 

His cancelled checks and vouchers show that he has accounted ies 
every cent that resulted from the sale of said property. It is the recom- 
mendation of your Executive Committee that the action of Brother Lee 
Koser be perce and that a vote of thanks be extended him from Synod.

Report of the trustee Carthage College read by Rev. S. M. Lesher and 
on motion was adopted. 


REPORT OF CARTHAGE COLLEGE 


Another year of the history of our College has been completed and the 
new year has already begun. We would present the following items of in- 
terest: ; 

1—The college has been placed on approved list of Association of Ameri— 
can Universities and also on that of the American Association of Universi-- 
ty Women.—The only Lutheran College in America on either of these: 
lists. This is significant when considered in connection with the other lists: 
upon which the name of Carthage appears.. 

2—-A class of thirty was graduated June, 1922. The Rev. L. F. Gruber, 
D. D., Minneapolis, delivered the Commencement Address. The prospect is 
for forty-five graduates this year. 

3—Deficit last year was but $5000.00, a large reduction over the former 


_ year. 


4—Our faculty now consists of twenty-eight persons. These have at- 
tended seventy-three schools, (home and abroad), receiving fifty-six degrees, 
having taught in eighty institutions—a total of two hunderd ninety years, 
exclusive of five added this year. Twenty-three having taught at Carthage, 
a total of one hundred sixteen years. 

5—The present student enrollment is in excess of three hundred. The 
Freshmen boys outnumber the Freshmen girls. Candidates for the Minis- 
try show an increase over iast year and will probably exceed the number of 
fifty. 

7-——Some specific additional expense is to be met. 

(a) Fire escapes costing about $5000. We have tried for a year 
to avoid this expense and succeeded in reducing the number that was first 
ordered by the State fire marshal. However, state laws are stringent and 
mandatory as to the number and kind. 

(b) Larger water mains costing $500, made absolutely necessary 
by additional buildings and greater use of water. (More students.)

Dr. W. K. Hill then Soke of the splendid progress the College has 
made during the past year as follows: 
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REPORT ON CARTHAGE COLLEGE; HER PROGRESS AND HER 
PRESSING NEEDS 


Everyone interested in Carthage College may rightly be proud of the 
progress she has made in the last ten or twelve years. Ten or twelve years 
ago the College had no standing whatever in the educational world. It is 
true that good work was being done and always had been done in at, least 
some departments of the school, and the graduates we turned out were about 
as well equipped for life as the graduates of most larger schools. But our 
students going to the universities either for graduate or undergraduate work 
were at a distinct disadvantage. The educational world did not know us. 
Dr. Kendric C. Babcock, now Dean of the. College of Liberal Arts of the 
University of Illinois, then Chairman of a committee acting under the De- 
partment of Education at Washington to appraise the efficiency of the 


colleges of the country had a short time before put Carthage on the list 


of fourth-rate schools, about as far down the scale as we could be and re- 
garded a college at all. That same Dean Babcock last fall, as a member of 
the Association of American Universities, was active in having Carthage 
College put on the approved list of that extremely conservative and exclu- 
sive association. Approval by this Association is an honor which, I believe, 


is shared by no other Lutheran college. Carthage College also is the ~ 


smallest college in the country to be thus honored. This recognition places 
us securely in the very highest class of small colleges in the country along 
with such well-known schools as Grinnell, Beloit, Oberlin, Knox, ete. Re- 
cognition by the Association of American Universities and by the Ameri- 
can Association of University Women, and Carthage is the only Lutheran 
college recognized by either of these associations, opens the door of privi- 
ledge of our graduates in many ways. For example, club houses are main- 
tained by these organizations in a number of national capitols and other 
important cities.. The privileges of these clubs are now open to our grad- 
uates. Also, because of this recognition, conservative schools like Columbia 
University and Harvard now accept our credits at par. A graduate of Car- 
thage College can now enter the graduate schools of these universities on 
equal footing with their own graduates. At the present time we have grada- 
uate students in both of these universities. 

I have mentioned only the most conservative bodies whose approval has 
been won by Carthage College in recent years, but there are many others. 
After careful inspection of our equipment, efficiency, and administrative 
policies, the University of Illinois placed us in the highest class of accred- 
ited colleges, Carthage being the fifth school in the State to be so recog- 


nized. We are also put in the highest class by the North Central Associa- 


tion and by the Illinois State Department of Public Instruction. We are 
members of the Association of American Colleges, the Federation of Illinois 
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. Colleges, the American Council on Education and the American University 
Union. Weare on the approved list of the Association of American Univer- 
sities and the American Association of University Women, and this recog- 
nition has not been secured by any sort of political pull or display of wealth. 
‘These things cannot be won that way, and we certainly have no political pull 
and no wealth. They have been secured simply because we have been doing 
work that attracted attention. The educational world got interested, made 
our acquaintance and the recognition followed. ; 

It is largely because of this recognition that our enrollment has been 
steadily increasing during recent years. This year we have the largest 
enrollment in the entire history of the College. At the present time it is 
823, and will certainly run beyond 350 during the year. This is an increase 
of 20% over last year, and last year had a larger enrolment than any pre- 
vious year by about the same percentage. Of these, 273 are in the College 
and 50 in the Academy. The Academy enrolment is diminshing rather uni- 
formly, so that the increase in the College proper is greater than the actual 
figures indicate .At present there are 43 Seniors, 44 Juniors, 61 Sophomores, 
110 Freshmen and 15 classed as specials. Of this goodly number, 199 are 
old students, and 124 are new. We have often been told in the past that 400 
students would be all we could hope to have in the future, and we have said 
ourselves that that number would be about ideal. In another year we will 
have reached or passed it. 

Another direct result of our present standing among educational au- 
thorities affects us financially. The LaVerne Noyes Estate, of Chicago, 
offers scholarships to ex-service men and to their decendents. Without any 
solicitation from us, five scholarships, or $550 cash per year, have been as- 
signed to us. Another foundation of New York City, the Harmon Founda-: 
tion, has been organized to furnish loans to deserving students. Again, 
without solicitation, we were included in the benefits of this foundation, and 
this year $1000 have been assigned to us for this purpose. 

Some further statistics may be of interest. Forty young men are 
actually candidates for the Ministry. A considerable number of young 
women are also preparing for work in the foreign mission field. One hun- 
_ dred and four girls are living in Denhart Hall now, and teachers and maids 
enough to bring the total up to 118. Only one room in the whole dormitory 
is unoccupied. It is a single room and was engaged by a girl who so far has 
not reported. 

North Hall is full and can accomodate only about one fourth of the boys 
who applied for rooms. Thirty-four boys are living there. There are only 
seventeen rooms; every room is occupied by two students. This does not 
include Dean Beiswanger’s family, three of whom are also students in the 
College. 

Thirteen states are represented in our student body; Pennsylvania, 
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Virginia, Washington, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, Indiana, Michigan, ~ 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Florida and Illinois. ° 

At our Commencement last year, thirty students were oredeetan Dr. 
L. F. Gruber, of St. Paul, delivered the Commencement address. Present 
prospects indicate that we will graduate a class of 45 this year. Two stud-. 
ents who lack just one semester of completing their course expect to return 
the second semester and graduate with the class. 

A few changes were made in the faculty this year, all of which promise 
to make for efficiency. This is especially true in the department of Modern 
Languages and department of Music. Our new musical director has been 
trained under Professor Christiansen, of St. Olaf, the leader of the famous 
St. Olaf Choir. Our faculty numbers 28. It represents a wide experience. 
We have attended 73 schools, at home and abroad, and have taught in 80 
institutions. We are burdened with 56 degrees, and Dr. Hoover tells me that 
the sum total of all the years our faculty have taught reaches the formid- 
able figure of 290 years. . 

The Needs Of The College. 

(1) We need more money for the general running expenses of the Col- 
lege. The endowment has not grown in equal measure with the growth of the 
student body and the increase in the cost of living and of coleer mainten- 
ance. Our actual deficit last year was $5000. 

(2) We need money for new equipment, such as additional chairs. We 
are in need of one hundred new chairs at the present time. Our practice 
pianos are not adequate and are becoming hopelessly decrepit. We need 
library shelving, scientific equipment, office equipment, ete., etc. 

(3) We are greatly in need of more classrooms and larger. For in- 
stance, I have 75 Freshmen in my Inorganic Chemistry class. We have no 
science classroom large enough to seat them all. It is necessary that I take 
the class in two lecture sections, doubling my work with that class. 

(4) We badly need a boys’ dormitory. Denhart Hall has brought us 
a larger and more select group of girls. A good boys’ dormitory would have 
a similar effect. The boys, as a rule, want to live in the dormitory, but, as 
I said, we could accomodate only about one fourth of the applicants this 
year. } Bat 
(5) Certain unusual expenses must be met this year, which will add 
considerably to the difficulties of our budget. One of these was the placing 
of a larger water main on the campus. This was absolutely necessary. be- 
cause of the increased use made of our water supply as the number of 
buildings and the number of students increases. This cost $500. Another 
item is the necessity of installing fire escapes. These will cost approxi- 
mately $5000. We have made every possible effort to. avoid this additional 
expense, and have succeeded in. reducing materially the original demand 
made by the State Fire Marshal, but we must put in the fire escapes and the 
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state laws are quite stringent and mandatory as to the number and kind. 


The Status Of the Campaign For Funds. 

Mr. Denhart’s offer of $200,000 was made in 1918. Subscriptions to 
meet this offer have been secured that total over $200,000. Mr. Denhart’s 
proposition was this: As fast as the money obtained from other sources 
was turned in, he would turn over an equal sum to the endowment fund, that 
is, as soon as these monies from other sources amounted to $4000, he would 
turn over $4000 up to his maximum of $200,000. Of the money subscribed, 
the Church has collected about $90,000, I believe, and Mr. Denhart has given 
‘an equal sum. It must not be forgotten, however, that this money has not | 
actually been paid into the hands of the College Board; it is held in trust 
by Mr. Denhart, and whether we finally get it or not depends upon the suc- 
cessful issue of the campaign. The time limit is September 1, 1923. In 
the meantime, of course, the College is receiving the income on the amount 
Mr. Denhart has turned over. 

The Rockefeller General Education Board’s offer is as follows: It was 
made shortly after Mr. Denhart’s offer, and their objective was to increase 
our endowment by $600,000. We were endeavoring to add $400,000 to our 
endowment. They said, in effect: make it $600,000 and we _ will give 
$175,000 of the additional amount needed; also, we will give $10,000 to help 
meet current expenses while you are raising the extra money. This offer 
apparently added only $25,000 to the amount to be raised by the College to 
meet Mr. Denhart’s offer. However, Mr. Denhart has allowed the money 
raised by the College to be used to cancel the notes given by the Synods at 
the close of Dr. Sigmund’s campaign for funds, and to pay the indebtedness 
of the College in existence when the offer was made, as well as the expenses 
of the campaign itself; so that the sum already secured to meet Mr. Den- 
hart’s offer, even if it does this in a manner satisfactory to him, will not 
‘amount to enough to secure the General Education Board’s offer. It would 
lack about $200,000. The local campaign in Hancock County must be at 
least measurably successful, and additional sums must be secured elsewhere 
in order to meet this. 

Now, consider what the success of this campaign would mean to the 
College. I have briefly recounted a few of the things accomplished in the 
last ten years, matters of tremenduous significance in the educational world 
—all this while we have been handicapped with inadequate equipment, most 
of the time with utterly inadequate buildings, carrying a debt of from $20,- 
‘000 to $30,000 and with an endowment of only $250,000; also a very small 
student body, a large percentage of whom were given their tuition by the 
College for various reasons. With the campaign completed we start anew 
‘with a plant that could not be duplicated for less than $500,000; a productive 
endowment of $850,000; a student body of 400, at least, a much larger per- 
‘percent of whom are paying full tuition; and no debts. This being accom- 
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plished, you will have an institution that will rank with the best small col- 
leges in the country, that is, with the best in the world, an institution of 
which any constituency can justly be proud.

We recommend ~ 
that Rev. J. S. Leamer, D. D., represent our Synod in the absence of our 
statistical secretary. R 

Second, we have a communication from a delegation of Lutherans at- 
tending the quadrennial convention of religious education, Rev. B. R. 
Lautz, D. D., Secretary, urging representation on the above council. We 
recommend such recommendation. 

Third, and most important, we recommend that we join with the Paci- 
fic and other Synods of the west and middle-west in an emphatic protest 
against the attempt to nullify the action taken at Washington Convention 
of the U. L. C. whereby the headquarters of the Home Mission Board was 
to be located at Chicago, IIl., and that our Synodical delegates to the Buf- 
falo Convention do their utmost to make this protest effective.

Dear Friends and Co-Workers— 

Another year of opportunity and blessing has been ours. The records 
are closed. The reports are ready for presentation. We are here assem- 
bled to hear what the combined efforts of thirty five organizations, including 
old and young, little and big folks, have accomplished by following definite 
and uniform plans for working. We are here to be inspired to determine to 
make each new year’s record better than the last. Good fellowship, inspir- 
ing addresses, prayers and praise, make these days spent together annually, 
a time of sacred joy and mutual helpfulness, 

The more closely we watch the growth of Missionary Societies, the 
more clearly do we see the development is in proportion to increased know- 
ledge, to the revelation from God’s Word as to what He requires of His 
followers as stewards of the great gospel committed to them, and an ac- 
quaintance with the facts and conditions of the Christless nations. This 
knowledge invariably leads to a God given determination to carry or send 
the light of life to some of these millions in the darkness of heathendom. 
Wherever there is a real vision of the field and its needs, there, too comes 
the awakened feeling of personal responsibility and an ever increasing in- 
telligent interest in the operations of the Church for the extension of the 
Master’s Kingdom. Let us pray that this larger vision may be ours these 
days together and thru us to every missionary member in Iowa that each 
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may be quickened and guided by the Holy Spirit into the doing of a larger 
and a better service. We believe that “whoever prays most helps most.” 

Again and again on the floor of convention at Pittsburg came the 
appeal for more trained and consecrated workers in the missionary opera- 
tions of the church. Women doctors, nurses and teachers, deaconesses, 
leaders of young people and children, teachers for mission study classes 
and other forms of Christian service. How shall we answer the cali? 
Do we not often underestimate one avenue through which we may all have 
a share in advancing the cause of Christ? It is intercessory prayer. Every 
grave crisis in the extension of Christianity which has been successfully 
met, has been met by the faithfulness of Christ’s disciples in the secret 
place of prayer. Tennyson says: 


“More things are wrought by prayer 

Than this world dreams of. Wherefore let thy voice 
Rise like a fountain for me night and day; 

For what are men better than sheep or goats, 

That nourish a blind life within the brain, 

If, God knowing, they lift not hands of prayer, 

Both for themselves and those who call them friends? 
For so the whole round earth is every way 

Bound by gold chains about the feet of God.” 


During the past twelve months but little visitation has been possible. 
But the more frequent correspondence and splendid cooperation on the part 
of all the workers in the state has placed the missionary activities on a 
higher plane than ever before. From the “Campaign for New Members” 
_put on right after convention last fall, on through the four quarters, there 
has been a steady growth and a willing response to nearly every request. 
We have gained, through the campaign, one hundred members for the wo- 
men’s societies, fifty for the young women and the Light Brigade has treb- 
led its number, having a present membership of six hundred and organiza- 
tions in twelve of the congregations. The finances have increased in pro- 
portion to our numerical gains. 

The hope of the future church is with the children of today. As Christ- 
ian women we dare not shirk our responsibility of being leaders or provid- 
ing the right kind of leaders for this very important department. If there 
is a delegate present in whose congregation no missionary instruction is 
provided for the children I would urge that you, yourself, after prayerful 
consideration offer your services that this work may soon be begun. 

Our Thank Offering continues to grow indicating that we more and 
more remember “daily” our boxes with gifts as we count our blessings 
o’er and o’er. 

The Lenten week of “prayer and self denial” was generally observed, 
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but our hope and desire is, that every women’s and young women’s society 
snould observe it and share in its blessings. 

We women of Iowa also had a part in raising the ten-thousand sub- 
scription list for “The Lutheran”, thus making possble the gift of $2,500 
from the Editors. This sum together with the bonus of fifty cents on 
each new subscription, has all gone into the fund for the much needed 
“Girls School” in Japan. We hope that all of these new subscribers will 
also become readers, then are we sure that increased interest in missionary 
doings will follow. 

Our subscriptions to “Lutheran Woman’s Work” have not kept pace 
with our increase in membership. Here is one weak place which we may all 
help to strengthen when we return to our homes, by earnestly seeking and 
securing new subscribers. 

We are glad to tell you that at Ottumwa, a women’s society was or- 
ganized last January with the pastor’s wife, Mrs. F. R. Shirck, as the effi- 
cient president. She writes, ‘not one member has ever belonged to a mis- 
sionary society, but by planning, praying and working we hope that some- 
day things will be better.” Let us each one put this newest society on our 
prayer list. . 

Clinton now has a’ wide awake Light Brigade, and the Torch Bearer 
division has been organized at Missouri Valley. The Women’s Society at 
Missouri Valley is the only one that reports a doubling of membership since 
last year. 

As Helper’s Circles, particularly as to gifts of money, we have to pre- 
sent this year a Sunday School Class at Cedar Rapids for the support of a 
native worker in Africa, another at Des Moines for five shares toward the 
support of Miss: Miller, in India, and the Primary Department of the Sioux 
City Sunday School, a very generous sum to be applied upon various kinds 
of work assigned to children. At several other places our splendid litera- 
ture is being distributed and read. In time this seed sowing will also bring 
results. ‘There remaineth yet very much land to be possessed”, and every 
one of us needs to be much in prayer that God may guide us into the right 
and successful way of establishing our work in the places yet unoccupied. © 
Our beloved Mrs. W. W. Witmer of Des Moines left a legacy of two hundred 
dollars to be used as we direct. Our Iowa Special this year is Ottumwa, 
a very worthy mission. We hope that the response will be generous and 
we thank God for the privilege of doing this bit of real home mission work. © 
Last year Nevada, Des Moines and Newton received pennants for having at- 
tained one hundred per cent in missionary organization. This year three 
others are to be thus honored. We are also urged to strive toward attain- 
ment of the “Standard of Excellence” as recommended by the General So- 
ciety. During this convention goals for this year will be presented. Let 
us do all in our power to reach them. A river that breaks up into little 
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streams only creates a swamp. It is the river that pours all of its water 
into one channel and in one direction that carries the ships. It is those who 
put all of their gifts and strength and energy into one purpose who help 
the world and themselves. 

The Department Secretaries will have some happy surprises in their 
reports for you, study them carefully, I will not encroach other than to. 
say it is gratifying to know and to feel that we are growing, and we are:— 

“Looking backward thankfully, 
Looking forward hopefully, 
Looking upward prayerfully, 
Looking onward faithfully.” 

The Secretary is ready to report the transactions of the Executive Com- 
mittee meetings. The bulk of the year’s work has been carried on by cor- 
respondence. 200 letters have been written and numerous post cards have 
been sent out.

_of prayer and self-denial” for missions. 

5th. That every society make prompt quarterly and annual reports 
to their respective Synodical officers and Department Secretaries. 

6th. 'That we have a shower of “Life and In Memoriam” memberships 
for presentation at next convention. 

7th. That the ten cents per capita annual Synodical fee and the ten 
cents annual Travel Fund be paid regularly with the July quarter. 

8th. That during the Lenten season each women’s soicety endeavor to 
conduct a mission study class.

TO THE IOWA SYNODICAL SOCIETY 


Report of Supt. Light Brigade. 


My dear fellow workers:— 

I am happy to say that my report is a little more encouraging this year 
that has just past than for the year previous. The response to my letters 
has been very good this year, for which I’ want to take this opportunity of 
thanking you all, for without your splendid co-operation this report would 
not show the improvement that it does. Great interest has been manifest- 
ed in the work of the Light Brigade everywhere. 

We have 11 Light Brigades organized now with a total membership of 
651. The total amount Contributed during the year was $201.73. 

Several Congregations that I wrote to urging them to organize the 
children responded by saying that “they couldn’t because they hadn’t their 
women organized.” For these Congregations, if you have a_ delegate 
present, let me urge you to. Please don’t let this excuse cause you to ne- 
glect the children’s organization. Don’t wait until the women organize, but 
see to it that the children are organized, then it will be so much easier to 
organize your women. 

The common complaint is “We have no person suitable to lead these 
children after they are organized.” Let me say in answer to this complaint 
that if you are ready to do God’s will, He in turn will see that a leader is 
supplied. God placed a great responsibility upon our shoulders when He 
gave us these children to train for His service. Let us not be guilty of 
shirking that responsibility. It is truly a great and wonderful work to be 
the leader and teacher of the children. With God’s help you will be able to 
share the blessing that He has for you. Just say to yourself that “with 
God’s help I am going home to organize the children of our Congregation 
and will trust Him for the rest” and you will have accomplished a great 
work for the Kingdom.
